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Quotation Nation 

Taking issue with citations

“I hate quotation. Tell me what you know.” 

- Ralph Waldo Emerson 

As anyone who has ever read this column knows, I don’t 
hate quotations, not at all. There is, however, a number of ways 
that quotations can be used. Often I feel that they far more 
eloquently express a point that I’m trying to make or lend more 
resonance and a richer meaning. Sometimes it just seems like 
happy, almost coincidental poetry. Many times the distance 
between how an idea is expressed in a quotation from another 
source and how it appears in my writing creates an openness 
about the idea or provides another way of looking at it. 

“Well everything dies baby that’s a fact 

But maybe everything that dies someday comes back 

Put your makeup on fix your hair up pretty 

And meet me tonight in Atlantic City” 

- Bruce Springsteen, “Atlantic City” 

Not infrequently, writers (including letter- writers and 
forum posters) use quotations as a way to establish an 
opinion as a fact and to lend authority to the writer and 
credence to an idea - and those quotations are usually from 
some well-known person who agrees with whatever point 
that writer is making. In the same way, some will cite his- 
torical records, books, and websites to validate an opinion 
being expressed. 

In the rich, ever-expanding, and more-accessible world of docu- 
ments and sources, one can almost always find a backing state- 
ment supporting an already personally arrived-at point of view. 

Still, given the vast extent of philosophical, historical, soci- 
ological, ideological, and scientific literature available almost 
everywhere, it is rare to find the single agreed-upon point. In 
almost every case, there are different takes; there might be a 
generally accepted point of view, but there is almost always 
a range of oppositional positions staked out. Even if one 
wants to argue that the most broadly accepted point of view 
represents the near-official, academy take, there are constant 
and ongoing appearances of revisionist takes, followed by 
other revisionist takes. In this flow, there are defenses of 
whatever the orthodoxy under question is and criticism of 
the revisionist takes. 

This is true pretty much across the board. 

There are areas of study - say, philosophy - that are based 
almost solely on human reasoning and thus obviously totally 
open to differing arguments. 

Even such areas as history, anthropology, and sociology - in 
which there are quantitative studies, artifacts, and established 
histories - do not house a large body of information regarded 
by all as accepted truth. 

There are some who will accept the above but argue that 
science is really objective description not informed by opinion 
and thus incapable of undergoing revisionist reassessments. 
According to the dictionary, science is “an area of knowledge 
that is an object of study” and “knowledge covering general 
truths or the operation of general laws especially as obtained 
and tested through scientific method.” The problem with these 
definitions is that in science, as in medicine and mathemat- 
ics, there are any number of controversies and disagreements 
across the whole range of study. 

People will cite expert opinion or opinions as though the 
word “opinion,” when coupled with “expert,” means fact. Yet 
there are almost always other experts who disagree, holding 
very different opinions on the same topics.

In the debate over global warming, there seems to be 
certainty on all sides. We are assured by the every- 
one-is-evil-and-everything-is-a-conspiracy folks that 
only corrupt scientists argue for it. The larger, less 
specifically ideologically dominated opinion that 
“most scientists believe it is happening” also 
misses the point. Whereas there may be areas 
of common agreement, the world of intellec- 
tual opinions almost always follows a bell curve. 

Rarely, if ever, does a large group of experts agree 
on every aspect of a controversial topic. Instead, 
there is usually not only a range of views offered but dis- 
agreements about the steps, thoughts, and observations that 
lead to or support even the generally accepted views. 

It is always sweet when one self-anointed expert or another 
agrees that there is some kind of nearly unanimous agree- 
ment on topics wrapped up in discussion or debate. Almost 
inevitably, this citing of harmonic consistency is barely if at 
all researched but is based on what the speakers believe they 
know to be true. They can’t imagine disagreement. 

“No one can see their reflection in running water. 

It is only in still water that we can see.” 

- Taoist proverb 

At times quotations are offered as though simply saying 
them lends complete authority to the speaker. If one argues 
that it is important to “speak truth to power,” for instance, it 
doesn’t inherently mean that what is being spoken is either 
true or necessarily a critique or contradiction of dominant ide- 
ology. It seems that, more often than not, when a writer urges 
others to have an “open mind,” what he or she is really saying 
is “stop thinking the way you do and agree with me.” 

During anti-establishment and/or anti-war movements, one 
of my favorite chants has long been, “The people united will 
never be defeated.” There is a lovely progressive humanism to 
that quotation. 

Unfortunately, the contradictions inherent in that chant 
illustrate nicely one of the great conceptual failures of 
political movements. 

The chant indicates a unity that crosses color, economic, 
religious, social, and geographical boundaries. Still, one can’t 
help but feel certain that those chanting it, whatever move- 
ment they represented, figured that their vision of what the 
people wanted was the one that would be shared by the people 
united. The problem is that there is often an enormous dis- 
connect between what the people united want and what their 
cheerleaders want. 

I suspect that the latter are demanding economic, social, and 
political justice, although never as an abstract or cut to suit any- 
one’s sense of those things but their own. Whereas the people 
can become focused on these as well, in the long run it seems 
likely that they are more interested in access to a Walmart, 
being able to afford McDonald’s, and a wide-screen TV 

In my late teens, I began reading the works of Ayn Rand 
and was swept up and carried forward by her ideas. Later, I 
felt that rather than offering profound philosophical truths, her 
work was actually a buffet of interesting, powerful, lightweight, 
and trivial ideas. Rand’s insistence on a shared ideology and 
aesthetic contradicted the ideas of personal responsibility for 
one’s actions and ideas that still resonate.

But in my experience, no one has ever written on money, 
especially paper money, better than Rand. There is so much 
hero-parade-down-Fifth-Avenue confetti raining down 
on any discussion of money that what it really rep- 
resents gets lost in aggressive ideologies, emo- 
tional distortions, and personal flaws that lead 
to its malevolent misuse. I bring it up here not 
because Rand’s saying it makes it true. Nor 
do I have a militant ideological allegiance to 
her ideas overall. I disagree with her far more 
than I agree, and there are large areas of her 
philosophy that are no longer even of interest to 
me. But when she writes about what money can 
mean in the abstract, not only is she eloquent, but 
she presents a point of view that is too widely dismissed 
without thought. 

Three separate quotes from Rand: 

“So you think that money is the root of all evil? . . . Money 
is a tool of exchange, which can’t exist unless there are goods 
produced and men able to produce them. Money is the mate- 
rial shape of the principle that men who wish to deal with one 
another must deal 

“Money is your means of survival. The verdict you pro- 
nounce upon the source of your livelihood is the verdict 
you pronounce upon your life. If the source is corrupt, you 
have damned your own existence. Did you get your money 
by fraud? By pandering to men’s vices or men’s stupidity? 
By catering to fools, in the hope of getting more than your 
ability deserves? By lowering your standards? By doing work 
you despise for purchasers you scorn? If so, then your money 
will not give you a moment’s or a penny’s worth of joy. Then 
all the things you buy will become, not a tribute to you, but 
a reproach; not an achievement, but a reminder of shame. 
Then you’ll scream that money is evil. Evil, because it would 
not pinch-hit for your self-respect? Evil, because it would not 
let you enjoy your depravity? Is this the root of your hatred 
of money?” 

“But money is only a tool. It will take you wherever you 
wish, but it will not replace you as the driver.”

The mindset that seems to have inspired 
the article bugs me. I think it is a function 
of how history is taught these days. If one 
accepts that our culture and political system 
are a function of impersonal forces, not the 
machination of individuals and groups of indi- 
viduals for specific ends, you have accepted 
your impotence as a citizen. You will be free to 
sway with the winds of fashion, not grounded 
in reality and principle. As such, your effective- 
ness in participating in the public sphere is 
severely limited. 

If however you see past events in terms of 
the actions of individuals and groups of same, 
you are armed to apprehend real causes and 
generate opposition to those causes with which 
you do not agree. Without that concreteness, 
your actions are unfocused and ineffective. It is 
the difference between the effect of a spectator 
and that of a participant. The spectator state 
for the general public is desirable for those 
who wish to retain the status quo and therefore 
is what is promoted in public and other state- 
accredited schools. 

World consolidation of cultures or governments 
is not inevitable or even desirable. Ultimately, the 
world is a function of individuals and their voluntary 


interactions. I think it is selling one’s self short to 
characterize it in imprecise collectivist terms. If you 
think in those terms, you have volunteered away 
your freedom.

CAN AUSTIN WITHSTAND 
MULTIYEAR DROUGHT? 

Dear Editor, 

When my brother and I grew up in the ‘50s dur- 
ing the drought, one of the things that our teachers 
tried to impress on us in school was that Austin sits 
on the edge of desert, and sometimes it gets dry. At 
that time Austin was not even one-tenth the size it 
is today and the Lower Colorado River Authority had 
no real water demands to meet other than that of 
a few small towns along the banks of the Colorado 
River and of some downstream rice farmers. 

I have addressed one question to the City 
Council and city planning department. With the 
size of the city today and its growth policy to 
attract added business to the city, can the city 
today withstand a multiyear drought that com- 
pares to that of the drought of the 1950s? 

You may recall that in 2009 the Highlands Lakes 
was drawn down to the 40% level and that the only 
water program that the city seems to have is that 
of water restrictions. Every time I put the above 
question to the city they pretended I never asked 
the question. A thinking person should realize that 
a water plan of restrictions will not add a drop to the 
water supply. I think that unless there is some plan 
to obtain additional water, it strikes me as insane 
to encourage added growth to the city and Highland 
Lakes dependent area if the area cannot meet high 
population water demands under extreme condi- 
tions that had visited us in the past. 


In that I assume that The Austin Chronicle is 
up to date on such issues, can you tell me if the 
city is able survive a protracted 1950s multiyear 
drought today without becoming a ghost town? 
When the Texas Water Development Board or the 
LCRA tells us that they have enough water to meet 
our demands for 100 or 60 years with restrictions, 
do they give us these projections from a hoped-for 
average yearly rainfall?

Shade, telling the Austin Bulldog, “The cost of liv- 
ing is killing us. ... I think Randi Shade is tone-deaf 
to what regular citizens are facing.” 

> A Jan. 12 memo from Solid Waste Services 

director Bob Gedert, tasked with estimating the 
expense of recycling plastic bags, pegs citywide 
curbside collection at $1.8 million. With that cost 
beyond their budget, Gedert writes, “Staff is current- 
ly researching how other cities are handling plastic 
bags, including ... plastic bag reduction campaigns, 
distribution phase-out programs, and product bans.” 
Another additional report is due this summer.

Pride Brought Low 

Remorseless as ever, Tom DeLay finally encounters a 
little bit of justice

In his inimitable fashion, Tom DeLay confessed. 

“I am passionate, and very arrogant, and I am 
guilty of that,” he told Judge Pat Priest at his sen- 
tencing hearing Monday afternoon. “I believe in 
what I believe in, and I have fought for my conserva- 
tive values.” That was as much as the disgraced and 
convicted former U.S. House majority leader would 
offer the court by way of remorse, and his declara- 
tion served at least to confirm what Assistant District 
Attorney Steve Brand had said earlier - that 
DeLay had shown “no remorse whatsoev- 
er,” and indeed, “The man, according to 
him, does nothing wrong.” 

Moreover, according to DeLay, his 
entire prosecution was a partisan plot 
visited upon him by a shadowy con- 
spiracy of Democrats, beginning in 1995 
when he became majority leader. Nancy 
Pelosi and Patrick Kennedy, DeLay told the 
court, “announced that they were going to take 
me down.” It’s understandable that DeLay would 
dispute his prosecution, but his allocution suggested 
that Monday’s proceedings were just the latest stage 
in a vague but targeted plot that led directly from 
D.C. to this Travis County courtroom. “This district

attorney, Ronnie Earle, was approached by some- 
body,” he charged vaguely, although Earle is long 
gone, and the notion that this local prosecution 
under Texas law had been somehow orchestrated 
from Washington - beginning more than a decade 
ago - was nothing short of bizarre. 

In any case, DeLay insisted, he had done nothing 
more than what “everybody else” in politics was 
doing, so he couldn’t possibly be guilty of anything. 
I can’t be remorseful,” he told the judge, 
“for something I don’t think I did.” 

Judge Priest (for the record, a 
retired San Antonio Democrat 
appointed to this task by Republican 
Chief Justice Wallace Jefferson) wasn’t 
buying it. The judge noted that the 
Republican National Committee’s 
Terry Nelson had testified that he had 
never before seen the kind of money 
switch DeLay had orchestrated - to a state 
where corporate campaign contributions were 
banned - and Priest added that if he hadn’t agreed 
with the jury’s verdict, he would have directed a 
not-guilty one.

> MOBILITY BOND GETS THUMBS-UP For what it’s worth, some- 

body outside Austin likes our new approach to transportation. 
New York City-based Drum Major Institute, a progressive think 
tank (www.dmmmajorinstitute.org), recently released a list of what 
it considered the five best and five worst city policies enacted 
in 2010, and the transportation/mobility bonds Austin vot- 
ers passed in November made the good list. The organization 
liked that the bond package paid more than lip service to trans- 
portation modes other than the automobile. “Recognizing that 
they could never build enough highways to eliminate traffic con- 
gestion, lawmakers instead put a $90 million bond issue on the 
ballot to improve Austin’s existing streets and make them more 
hospitable to pedestrians and bicycles. ... For affirming that 
transportation investments must include more than just new 
highway miles, Austin’s bond walks straight onto our list of the 
best policies of 2010,” the DM I wrote. - Lee Nichols 

> MORE SERVICES FOR DEAF COMMUNITY Officials from 
Gallaudet University were in town Jan. 12 for the opening of 
a new resource center for deaf students at Austin Community 
College. The center is one of a handful of regional centers for 
Gallaudet, the nation’s premier institution for educating the 
deaf. Austin is a magnet city for deaf people and their families, 
in part because of the reputation of the Texas School for the 
Deaf. According to local officials, Austin’s deaf and hard-of- 
hearing population hovers around 50,000 people. Given the 
community’s prevalence, the Austin Police Department has 
developed policies for dealing with deaf residents; despite 
these policies, however, there have been reports of miscommu- 
nication and other problems between the deaf and law enforce- 
ment.

> A NEW LOOK AT FLUORIDE On Jan. 7, the U.S. Department 

of Health and Human Services announced a proposal to 
lower the recommended level of fluoride added to municipal 
drinking water - setting the cap at 0.7 milligrams per liter of 
water, down from the currently approved range of 0.7 to 1.2 mil- 
ligrams. (The amount currently added to Austin city water is 
lower than the newly proposed cap.) Simultaneously, the 
Environmental Protection Agency announced it would initiate 
a broader review of the maximum amount allowable in drinking 
water. Fluoride has been subject to much public controversy in 
recent years with scientific research suggesting that claims of 
its effectiveness in preventing tooth decay are exaggerated and 
that potential health risks outweigh benefits (see “Fluoridation 
Under the Microscope,” Nov. 12, 2010). The joint HFIS/EPA 
announcement reiterated claims that fluoridation prevents tooth 
decay but said that in recent years the multiplication of other 
sources (toothpaste, mouth rinses, and food processing) may 
have contributed to increases in dental fluorosis (tooth discolor- 
ation) in children. “EPA’s new analysis will help us make sure 
that people benefit from tooth decay prevention while at the 
same time avoiding the unwanted health effects from too much 
fluoride,” said Peter Silva, the EPA’s assistant administrator for 
the Office of Water. Before the HHS announcement, Neil 
Carman of the Lone Star Chapter of the Sierra Club wrote to 
the mayor and City Council concerning a National Institute of 
Environmental Health Sciences study, which he described as 
“the 24th scientific study linking fluoride in water to lower IQ’s 
in children.” Recounting the findings at length, Carman said they 
provide “compelling evidence why the City needs to end its out- 
dated policy on fluoride and finally acknowledge the growing sci- 
entific evidence on how harmful even tiny amounts of highly 
toxic fluoride may be to children.” - Michael King 


PARK PUD? PICK YOUR PUNCH LINE. 

In the City Hall sitcom, the PUD jokes write themselves

The Hustle’s got his share of New Year’s resolutions, and 
the most germane may be “bone up on zoning code.” While 
it’s doubtful I’ll ever grasp a GO-MU-CO-NP request on first 
glance (that’s general office-mixed use-conditional overlay- 
neighborhood plan), committing more of this alphabet soup 
to memory comes in handy. 

Of course, there’s one designation that doesn’t need expla- 
nation: PUD, or “planned unit development,” instantly commit- 
ted to memory due to ample comedic potential (see: pulling 
my ..., chewing their ..., etc.). But the Park PUD, returning to 
City Council on Thursday, Jan. 13, following a postponement, 
is no laughing matter to neighborhood opponents. 

In theory, this is the final stop in the convoluted history of 
the controversial proposal. The Park PUD was initially floated 
back in 2008 and was turned down by the Board of Adjust- 
ment. Fast-forward to early 2010, where it was similarly 
dissed by the Planning Commission. 

One key issue is Park’s lack of PUDness. PUD 
zoning is traditionally granted to large, multifacet- 
ed projects on a large tract, like the Domain. City 
guidelines recommend a 10-acre minimum for 
PUD zoning within the city. By contrast, the Park 
PUD, which proposes construction of an office 
tower with a restaurant at 801 Barton Springs Rd., 
across from Palmer Events Center, clocks in at a 
whopping three-fourths of an acre and doesn’t comply 
with either the neighborhood plan or existing zoning. 

So why, after its semitortured history, is the Park PUD 
returning now? We wager that applicant Texas American 
Resources (represented by law firm Drenner & Golden Stuart 
Wolff) has trimmed its original ludicrous request for a height 
from 180 feet down to 96 feet (still only allowable via PUD 
zoning), and it’s hoping council will be eager to see new con- 
struction of any kind in our stumbling local economy. 

The investors may be right. Despite a staff recommenda- 
tion to deny PUD zoning, not to mention the Planning Com- 
mission’s denial, which triggers a requirement for a council 
supermajority - six votes - to pass, it’s difficult to count on a 
definitive no-vote on the project aside from Council Member 
Laura Morrison. Morrison has certainly been persuaded by 
opposition from the Bouldin Creek Neighborhood 
Association, which argues that the Park would drastically 
overtop the neighborhood plan’s 60-foot height limit. 

Maybe council will be swayed by the “community benefits” 
accompanying the project - pay parking, for ludicrous exam- 
ple - lampooned in a video repeatedly landing in the Hustle’s 
inbox, called “How To Win Your Very Own Personal PUD in 
Austin, Texas.” It’s one of those Xtranormal videos (posted 
online with this column), which allows anyone to generate a 
computer-animated clip simply by typing in a script, and what 
it lacks in humor, it makes up in hectoring. At its close, a car- 
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toon developer makes a campaign contribution to the cartoon 
City Council member and gets his permissive zoning. 

RAINEY ON OUR PARADE? 

Also on the Hustle’s 2011 to-do list: become less of a 
hater (maybe!) of music permitting issues. Used to be, any 
sound-related issue raised by the landed gentry, their ears 
valiantly bleeding until an ungodly hour like 10pm, invariably 
provoked eye rolling from yours truly that exceeded the 
85-decibel limit. Many cases still do, but the trouble of strik- 
ing a balance between a burgeoning music and entertainment 
scene and existing neighbors is nowhere more apparent right 
now than on Rainey Street. 

Rainey seemingly has it all: a lakefront nearby and close 
enough to Downtown and East Austin for those urban grime 
grace notes. Restaurant and bar owners have noticed, 
opening a stream of hip haunts and eateries. 

This Thursday, one of those establishments - 
Lustre Pearl - faces a challenge of its outdoor 
music venue permit by a neighbor. Staff recom- 
mends denial of the appeal, noting that the bar 
has adjusted the permitted hours and built a 
stage oriented away from nearby homes. Yet the 
appeal does raise questions, if not about sound 
restrictions per se, then about the once sleepy 
neighborhood’s absorption (or saturation) of new 
establishments and traffic. 

Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez, who recently met with 
Rainey residents, says the issue goes deeper than a few 
errant food trailers and Pabst specials: “About 10 years ago, 
conversations started happening surrounding the building and 
expansion of the Convention Center,” which led to incentives 
to develop neighboring Rainey. Zoning was the easiest tool at 
the city’s disposal, and Rainey was zoned Central Business 
District like the rest of Downtown. “By the time we got to 
rezoning all that ... that’s literally when the economy dropped 
out from under us,” Martinez says. So with more ambitious 
projects on hold but CBD zoning in place, the way was 
cleared for cocktail bars like Lustre Pearl. 

“We’re trying to come up with a plan to address the light- 
ing, parking, and pedestrian-access concerns” raised by resi- 
dents of the dozen or so homes along Rainey, Martinez says. 
Longer term, “there is a conversation about creating a condi- 
tional use permit for a cocktail lounge use - you wouldn’t 
have to go through a zoning change ... but it would cause at 
least one public hearing, some conversations to take place, 
and ultimately a council vote. ... Instead of waiting for con- 
cerns after the establishment is opened, we’d try to get out 
in front of them.” ■

Most importantly, Priest ringingly rejected 
DeLay’s claim that he had been selectively 
prosecuted for partisan reasons. “Before 
there were Republicans and Democrats, there 
was America, and America is based on the 
rule of law.” 

Biblical verdict 

Priest acknowledged that the appellate courts 
might not agree with the trial’s outcome, and 
DeLay may never spend a day inside a Texas 
prison. Travis County prosecutors had brought 
a criminal complaint for what began as a politi- 
cal crime, in part because they knew it meant a 
change of venue from Fort Bend County, where 
favorite son DeLay would simply never be 
called to account. Following the sentencing, 
DeLay’s attorney, Dick DeGuerin, said tersely, 
“This will not stand.” During the hearing, 
DeGuerin preceded his client in insisting that 
whether DeLay broke the law is “still an open 
question” and in claiming partisan persecution. 
“I call myself a yellow dog Democrat,” said the 
Houston lawyer, “but what 
I’ve seen the Democrats 
do in this case makes me 
sick to my stomach.” 

Introducing character 
references from various 
dignitaries (among them 
Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu), 
DeGuerin had brought on DeLay’s former 
House colleague Dennis Hasten to witness to 
DeLay’s good works and religiosity, e.g., his 
organizing of congressional bible study. 
Assistant D.A. Gary Cobb, asking the court 
for 10 years in prison (DeLay would wear 
probation, Cobb said, “like Jesus on the 
cross wearing a crown”), cited his own bibli- 
cal verse: “Whatsoever a man sows, that also 
shall he reap.” 

Just a Bug-Killer 

The headline news quickly became the 
three-year prison sentence, certainly a sur- 
prise to DeLay and his defense, and to 
many others in the Heman Sweatt Building 
courtroom. Assistant D.A. Brand had begun 
his closing by arguing that just because 
DeLay wears “a coat and tie” doesn’t mean 
he should be judged more loftily than citi- 
zens who labor in less fancy clothing. That 
triggered another self-pitying lament from 


DeLay; he had begun his career, he recalled, 
as “a bug-killer” who crawled under houses 
for a living when he “didn’t even own a 
coat and tie.” He was only being prosecut- 
ed, he insisted, because “they don’t agree 
with my politics.” 

It’s abundantly clear that DeLay hasn’t 
learned anything from this decadelong epi- 
sode, except to reinforce his long-held con- 
viction that the evil Democratic hosts of sec- 
ular liberalism have always been out to get 
him. The one-time scourge of K Street is now 
directly threatened with imprisonment - 
although it’s an even bet that the GOP- 
packed appellate courts will find a way to let 
him off. No one who recalls DeLay’s enthusi- 
astic support of the slave capitalists of Saipan 
(see The Hammer, by Lou Dubose and Jan 
Reid) can doubt that he deserves a little self- 
reflection in a Texas prison, even if for some 
of the lesser of his many sins. 

Meanwhile, the fully ripened fruits of DeLay’s 
election thievery (and consequent wholesale 
gerrymandering) are on 
current display at the state 
Capitol, where the central 
drama concerns the battle 
between the two wings of 
the Republican Party over 
who can be more effective- 
ly ruthless on working people and immigrants. 
Thanks in large part to DeLay’s handiwork, the 
GOP will soon postpone the political recon- 
struction of Texas for at least another decade, by 
disenfranchising the majority of Texans in the 
name of “limited government” - that is, rule by 
the same old white guys who were running the 
state when DeLay was a small-time back- 
bencher best known as Hot Tub Tom. 

At the time, they were mostly Democrats. 
Since desegregation and the ascendance of 
DeLay and his party, they now mostly call 
themselves Republicans. Whatever they call 
themselves, they remain dedicated to govern- 
ment of the many by the few, and they never 
get tired, they never run out of money, and 
they’re not at all particular about what it 
takes to maintain their hold on power. But 
every once in a while, they overreach - allow- 
ing the rest of us a little satisfaction in the 
infrequent application of actual justice. 

The conviction and sentencing of Tom 
DeLay is one of those times. ■

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Demolition work is a dirty business, and fewer jobs have 
demonstrated that more than the dismantling of the Holly 
Street Power Plant - and the project hasn’t even begun. 

As City Council convenes today (Thursday) to consider award- 
ing a multimillion-dollar contract for the disassembly and remedi- 
ation of the East Austin site, the planned project has already 
been hit with a flurry of allegations from competing bidders, with 
two formal protests and a lawsuit filed and quickly dismissed. 

At issue is how city staff settled on its top choice, TRC 
Environmental Corp., which submitted the second-costliest 
proposal out of six bids submitted. One low-scoring bidder, CST 
Environmental LP, has already threatened to refile its lawsuit, 
dismissed earlier this month, once a contract is signed. 

City staff is recommending awarding the contract to TRC 
for $26.1 million, which includes a $1.2 million contingency 
in the event of an unforeseen event occurring during the proj- 
ect. Council also has the option of selecting the No. 2 
choice, Dixie Demolition, which bid $18.7 million. Awarding 
the contract to TRC, the second-highest of six bids, would 
require dipping into Austin Energy’s operating budget to 


increase appropriations for the Holly project, which the city 
initially estimated would cost $10 million. The agenda item 
notes the concerns raised by the Electric Utility Commis- 
sion, which approved the proposal but questioned the fiscal 
wisdom of selecting a higher-priced contractor, given that its 
evaluation score was less than a percentage point higher 
than Dixie. City staff has denied Dixie’s request for a protest 
hearing, and it’s uncertain whether the company is planning 
to take legal action if TRC is awarded the contract. 

Earlier this week, Mayor Lee Leffingwell expressed con- 
cern about the cost difference between the top two competi- 
tors, which ranked “almost dead-even” on the city’s scoring 
system. “We’ll need to have some discussion about why, 
exactly, this cost difference should be disregarded,” he said. 
What the higher-priced bidder has in its favor, he added, is a 
local presence and a sizeable number of minority- and wom- 
en-owned businesses on its team. “I’ve heard some sugges- 
tions about postponing or rebidding,” he said, “but I don’t 
know how that’s going to play out.” 

Both Dixie and CST have questioned TRC’s ability to handle a 


demolition project of this size in an environmentally and politi- 
cally sensitive area of the city. Holly is located on the shores of 
Lady Bird Lake in a largely Hispanic neighborhood, where resi- 
dents sharpened their activism skills protesting the power plant. 

TRC Project Manager Mike Holder declined to comment on 
specific claims brought by competitors but provided a state- 
ment, noting, “This is a complex project, and we believe that 
we offer the best strategic plan and the best value to the City.” 

It’s possible that TRC’s inclusion of Hispanic contractors 
stood out in the minds of staff members weighing the deci- 
sion. In comparisons between TRC and Dixie, TRC scored 
higher on its overall number of minority subcontractors, 
with a 19.85% Hispanic participation rate, compared to 
Dixie’s 15.38%. 

“It will be a historical vote, regardless of who gets the con- 
tract,” said Gavino Fernandez, who serves with a handful of 
other neighborhood representatives on the Holly plant closure 
committee. At the same time, he said the dollar amount 
being disputed shouldn’t be a deciding factor in awarding the 
contract, given the nature of the project. “You’re talking years 
of contamination and years of toxic emissions,” he said. 

“We’d rather have that investment. Our biggest fear is that 
[the vote] will be delayed.” 

Another committee member, Lela Castro, who grew up 
next door to the Holly plant, said she supports the contract 
going to TRC and would prefer that the city spend whatever is 
necessary to ensure the job is done right. “We don’t want to 
go cheap,” she said. “It’s not a matter of tearing it down; it’s 
a matter of tearing it down the right way.” 

Once the last bits of debris have been hauled away and 
the dust has cleared, the city plans to build a park on a por- 
tion of the 22-acre site. Other plans for the location are 
uncertain, but some neighbors have already made clear they 
do not want a city-funded museum or any other facility that 
would bring more traffic and trash to the neighborhood, which 
already serves as a de facto parking lot for events held at 
nearby Fiesta Gardens. Apart from the traffic concerns, 
neighborhood residents are chiefly concerned about the 
steady rise in property taxes as East Austin, with its proximity 
to Downtown, becomes more attractive to people with higher 
incomes and less affordable for existing residents. 

The demolition process could take years to complete and 
will require some deft maneuvering, perhaps including build- 
ing a temporary road to handle all the back-and-forth of work 
crews and heavy-equipment operators. 

The plant operated for 47 years, despite decades of neigh- 
borhood opposition to its persistent noise, bright lights, oil 
leaks, and a series of fires in the Nineties. The city began 
the phasing out of the power plant in 2004, with the last tur- 
bine finally shuttered in September 2007. - Amy Smith 


Marshalling Funds for Supportive Housing 


City Council is expected to take the next 
step toward funding the permanent support- 
ive housing proposal for the Marshall Apart- 
ments in East Austin at its Thursday, Jan. 

13, meeting. Moreover, an item from two 
council members seeks to facilitate broader 
understanding and awareness of the city’s 
supportive housing goals to avoid firestorms 
like the one that enveloped Marshall. 

Adjourning as the City Council and doing 
business as the Austin Housing Finance 
Corporation, council members will conduct a 
public hearing and take comment on AHFC’s 
plans to issue as much as $6 million in 
housing revenue bonds to finance the 
Marshall Apartments initiative. This funding - 
up from an originally proposed $5 million - 
would follow $2.5 million in affordable hous- 
ing bond dollars approved by the AHFC in 


December. That initial investment provoked 
heated exchanges between nearby residents 
and property owners who oppose the project 
and other East Austin residents in favor. 

The Marshall proposal would rehab the 
entire 100-unit property, spread across two 
lots: one at 1401 E. 12th within the city’s 
urban renewal zone, the other at 1157 Salina, 
facing Kealing Middle School. Along with 
preserving the affordable Section 8 housing 
at the complex, it would also set aside 20 
units for permanent supportive housing. PSH 
assists the homeless or individuals at risk of 
homelessness by offering them housing and 
holistic, wraparound social services such as 
case workers and job training. PSH also 
seeks to benefit the city by including “fre- 
quent users” of city services - jails, hospi- 
tals, and courts - as clients, in hope that 


once stabilized, they’ll become less of a drain 
on city resources. It’s largely this class of cli- 
ents - and their perceived proximity to drugs 
in East Austin, among other issues - that led 
to protest from the Robertson Hill and 
Swede Hill neighborhood associations (see 
“The 12th of Never,” Dec. 17, 2010). 

In the wake of the Marshall debacle, Coun- 
cil Members Laura Morrison and Sheryl 
Cole are sponsoring a resolution this week 
directing City Manager Marc Ott “to research 
best practices on engaging communities and 
building support for permanent supportive 
housing projects” and to report his results to 
council’s Comprehensive Planning and 
Transportation Subcommittee by March. 

The resolution notes “a broad community 
dialogue that includes stakeholders from 
neighborhoods all across Austin is needed to 


establish successful approaches for integrat- 
ing low-income housing throughout the city.” 
Morrison concedes the city’s outreach thus 
far has been “not so great” but hopes to 
improve the process. 

“The city council, the city of Austin, and 
many organizations in town are committed 
to having geographic dispersion of low- 
income housing across the city,” she says. 
(Several complaints against the Marshall 
project posited East Austin would become a 
dumping ground for the city’s PSH units.) 

“We need to figure out how to be on the 
ground and make that happen,” something 
she hopes the resolution will accomplish 
with its proposed stakeholder discussion 
groups as soon as Ott’s recommendations 
are in place. It’s somewhat of a daunting 
task. For all the controversy attending 
Marshall’s 20 units, the city plans call for 
creating 350 units by 2014. - Wells Dunbar

Before You Head to the Bus Stop ... 


Mid-January is always a time of change at 
Capital Metro, when it does one of its twice- 
yearly schedule and route changes. Often 
these are just minor alterations, but this year 
the transit agency debuts some major adjust- 
ments, including policy changes. We’ve 
reported in recent weeks on the controversy 
surrounding some of these changes, but now 
it’s time simply to report that they’re here, 
beginning Sunday, Jan. 16: 

FARE RESTRUCTURING 

For most Capital Metro customers, this 
means a slight rise in some fares, but 
MetroRail users will see a decrease. The 
changes are mainly an attempt to simplify 
the fare structure - rather than having a dif- 
ferent rate for each mode of transport (bus, 
express bus, and rail), there will now be two 
main fare rates: “local” and “regional.” The 


local single-ride rate is $1 and applies to bus 
(which was already a buck) and one-zone rail 
trips. The regional rate of $2.75 covers 
express bus and two-zone rail. That’s a drop 
in rail fares, which were previously $2 for a 
single zone and $3 for two. Similarly, multi- 
ride rates are also going up slightly for bus 
and express bus, while going down for rail 
(see “New Bus Fares, 2011,” right). 

NO MORE FREE RIDES 

Seniors, Medicare card holders, people 
with disabilities, MetroAccess customers, 
students ages 6-18, and reserve and active 
military must now pay a “reduced” (half-price) 
fare, provided they have the proper ID (see 
www.capmetro.org for details). The Disability 
Fare Card will be replaced by the Reduced 
Fare ID card, available for $3 at the Capitol 
Metro Tranist Store. 


EXPANDED METRORAIL SERVICE 

(begins Tuesday, Jan. 18) 

Sorry, you still don’t get that weekend 
service for which many have clamored 
(although the agency plans a four-week trial 
of Friday-evening service at some point this 
year, as well as a few days of weekend/ 
special event service to be announced). 
Midday service will be introduced, however, 
along with expanded reverse commute 
options. Currently the Red Line only runs 
during rush hour, but hourly midday runs 
between Lakeline Station and Downtown 
begin Tuesday. Also, all the morning 
inbound and evening outbound rush-hour 
runs will cover the entire route between 
Leander and Downtown (a few currently go 
only between Floward and Downtown). 

SNUFF THAT CIGARETTE 

Smoking was banned at all MetroRail 
stations back in September. Now that poli- 
cy will be extended to the boarding areas 
of all Cap Metro transit centers and park- 
and-rides. Smoking is still allowed at bus 
stops, though Cap Metro hopes to eventu- 
ally eliminate that as well.

Duty vs. Gattis: Williamson County Fireworks 


The legal range war between Williamson County Attorney Jana 
Duty and the Williamson County Commissioners Court - and 

more specifically, County Judge Dan A. Gattis - heated up over 
the winter holidays, and motions are flying back and forth in 
Duty’s lawsuit against Gattis. Officially, Duty filed a “removal” 
lawsuit against Gattis on Dec. 20, charging a misappropriation of 
county funds in hiring outside law firms unnecessarily and with- 
out required authorization by the Commissioners Court. Duty’s 
pleadings, presented to a Williamson County district court in a 
civil lawsuit, ask that the court suspend Gattis until the lawsuit 
is heard and remove Gattis (should the suit be successful) from 
his position as county judge, on five counts of “incompetence 
and official misconduct” - all involving the unauthorized hiring of 
outside counsel. 

Duty has been feuding with the WilCo commissioners for some 
months over their hiring of outside counsel (instead of relying on 
the elected county attorney, i.e., Duty), supposedly because they’ve 
“lost faith” in her judgment; her separate lawsuit against commis- 
sioners, filed in September, remains pending. The suit against 
Gattis concerns not only hiring unauthorized counsel for various 
matters but, most sensationally, hiring lawyers to defend Judge Don 
Higginbotham - a personal friend of Gattis - against sexual 
harassment charges brought by two county employees (a federal 


lawsuit is pending against Fligginbotham). Duty charges that Gattis 
and the commissioners have made a habit of spending money on 
outside lawyers without discussion or a vote, authorizing the pay- 
ments later, and then attempting to conceal or redact the paperwork 
to effectively backdate the transactions. 

At least some of Duty’s claims against Gattis suggest potential 
criminal charges, and Duty apparently contemplated a criminal com- 
plaint, according to reports in the online Austin Bulldog, which has 
been covering the case in recent weeks. But Williamson County 
District Attorney John Bradley declined to pursue criminal charges, 
and Duty instead filed a lawsuit on Dec. 22. Last week, Gattis’ 
attorney, Martha Dickie, filed a motion to dismiss on the grounds 
that her client’s alleged offenses occurred prior to his November re- 
election, and thus have been effectively rendered moot under Texas 
law; Duty’s attorney, Jason Nassour, filed a response noting that 
voters had no knowledge of the offenses prior to Nov. 2, and there- 
fore were unable to render judgment by voting. 

Gattis has described Duty’s charges as a personal vendetta and 
waste of public time and money (he’s reportedly paying for his own 
defense). Nassour told the Bulldog: “Do we think Judge Gattis is a 
hardened felon and should go to jail? No. But should a jury be able 
to decide if what he does rises to incompetence or official miscon- 
duct? Yes they should.” - Michael King

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will Texas Be Safe 
and Juliets? 

According to the Texas Senate Criminal 
Justice Committee, the state should go its 
own way when it comes to the registration 
and monitoring of sex offenders. 

In its interim study report released last 
week, the committee, chaired by Sen. John 
Whitmire, D-Houston, recommends that the 
state unbind itself from federal laws that pro- 
vide for minimum offender registration 
requirements - clearing the way for the state 
to devise its own methods of assessing the 
risks individual offenders pose to the com- 
munity at large and (finally) allowing the state 
to create a much-needed path to allowing 
qualified offenders off the list. 

As of Jan. 6, there were 64,565 names on 
the state’s sex offender registry, which is 
maintained by the Department of Public 
Safety. The swift growth of crime and pun- 
ishment in this area of the law has created a 
number of issues. While initially designed to 
keep the public - in particular, children - safe 
from predators, the number of offenses eligi- 
ble for registration has ballooned since the 
registries were first created in 1994, via the 
federal Jacob Wetterling Act. Many experts 
- including some who testified before the 
Senate Criminal Justice Committee last 
summer - agree that the addition of so many 
types of crimes has diluted any positive 
effect the registry might have had on public 
safety. (The registry includes not just serial 
pedophiles but also so-called “Romeo and 
Juliet” cases, often involving youthful roman- 
tic affairs in which one party is younger than 
17, Texas’ age of consent.) 

As we reported in September (see “Sex 
Offenders Exposed,” Sept. 10, 2010), there 
are other, similar relationships, such as that 
of Martin Ezell and his wife, who became 
involved when he was already 32 and she 
was just shy of 17. Ezell was prosecuted and 
given deferred adjudication on the charge of 
sexual assault of a child. Though he success- 
fully completed his sentence, he will have to 
register for life. In the Ezell family’s case, the 
registry’s effect seems merely cruel: He’s

unable to find meaningful work; the couple’s 
three children have, at times, been ostracized 
at school; and the family has had to move 
numerous times when neighbors have discov- 
ered his name and picture on the public data- 
base and responded negatively. Researchers 
around the country have determined that reg- 
istration does serious collateral damage to 
sex offenders’ families. “Based on the 
research, [and] the testimony provided during 
the hearing,” reads the committee’s report, 

“it is clear registries do not provide the public 
safety, definitely not the way it is now.” 

Although state lawmakers have previously 
asked the state’s Council on Sex Offender 
Treatment to devise a scheme allowing 
qualified individuals a path to deregistration, 
those efforts have been stalled because of 
a state statute provision binding Texas law 
to the federal law - which is itself in flux. At 
issue is whether the state will enact the 
Adam Walsh Child Protection and Safety 
Act - in essence, an update to the Wetter- 
ling provisions - that seeks to “provide con- 
sistency,” as the committee describes it, 
among the states’ registries. But implemen- 
tation would require the state to overhaul its 
current registry. For example, while Texas 
has sought to classify offenders based on 
risk, the Adam Walsh Act would classify 
them solely by the offense - a situation that 
the CSOT and many in law enforcement 
believe could cause misclassifications. This 
system would also increase, for many, the 
number of times per year registration must 
be updated with local authorities - at the 
cost of those local agencies - and could sig- 
nificantly increase the number of individuals 
required to register for life, in part because 
the act adds additional offenses requiring 
registration. The AWA also requires juveniles 
as young as 14 to be publicly registered, a 
decision that, in Texas, is currently left to 
judges’ discretion. 

Finally, and importantly, implementation 
could cost the state nearly $39 million, while 
the penalty for not doing so - the loss of 


some grant funding - would cost just a little 
more than $1.4 million. “Retaining the ten 
percent of federal funding is not adequate 
incentive” to enact the AWA, writes the com- 
mittee. “Sex offenses are very serious 
crimes. There is no debate over whether vio- 
lent and dangerous people should be pun- 
ished [and] monitored extensively,” reads the 
report. “However like with most issues there 
are levels and gray areas. In addition there 
are limited resources to address all of the 
issues facing the state today.” In the end, 
the committee recommends that the state 
not implement AWA. 

Whether lawmakers will take that advice 
remains to be seen. Dallas Democrat Sen. 
Royce West has filed a bill (see “This Way 
to the Big Top!,” p.18) that would update 
state law to comply with the AWA. That would 
pose additional challenges for people like 
Ezell who have been searching for a way off 
the registry. 

As it happens, Ezell caught a glimmer of 
hope in mid-December, when then-District 
Judge Charlie Baird ruled that the state’s 
registration requirement, as applied to Ezell, 
is unconstitutional. The registry’s purpose is 
to enhance public safety, Baird wrote, and is 
not meant to be “so punitive as to be a crim- 
inal sanction.” He continued, “When the 


remedial nature of the statutory scheme is 
not served by registration, and the registra- 
tion requirement serves as the basis for con- 
tinued criminal prosecution and causes the 
disruption of the ordinary course of five lives 
[Ezell, his wife, and their three children], the 
registration requirement, as applied to a par- 
ticular individual, loses its remedial function 
and becomes purely punitive.” Baird ordered 
Department of Public Safety to “remove all 
information” about Ezell from the registry. 

Despite the order, the DPS has not yet 
removed Ezell from the list. According to an 
e-mailed statement from DPS spokeswoman 
Tela Mange, “DPS declined comment until 
its attorneys could review and evaluate the 
ruling.” Indeed, the DPS is still bound to com- 
ply with the linkage between state and feder- 
al law as it applies to deregistration; none- 
theless, Baird’s order is valid. Interestingly, 
Ezell’s attorney, Gus Garcia Jr., says he sent 
notice to DPS attorneys prior to the hearing, 
but no one from the agency responded. 

“We’re hoping that [Ezell] will be able to avail 
himself of the judge’s order,” said Garcia, 
“because it’s really like he’s in limbo right 
now.” He added that it may take legislative 
action - enacting the committee recommen- 
dations, perhaps - for Ezell to find a final 
measure of justice. - Jordan Smith 


Long-Awaited Testimony Rejects Arson Conclusion 


Fire science expert Craig Beyler told the 
state’s Forensic Science Commission on 

Jan. 7 that, at best, the cause of the fatal 
fire in Cameron Todd Willingham’s home 
nearly two decades ago is “undetermined.” 
Furthermore, as time goes by and science 
improves, the case for the fire to be consid- 
ered arson “gets less and less, not more 
and more,” he said. The testimony came 
some 14 months after Beyler was initially 
scheduled to discuss the 1991 fire that 
claimed the lives of Willingham’s three young 
children - and resulted in his conviction and 
execution for arson. 

Beyler’s conclusions were echoed by John 
DeHaan, a 40-year fire scientist who has 
authored and co-authored several seminal fire 


science textbooks and who previously worked 
for the federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. DeHaan, one of four witnesses asked 
to present before the commissioners last 
week, said that although there was not a “uni- 
form standard of practice” for conducting fire 
investigations back in 1991, there are still ele- 
ments of investigation that are universal - such 
as ruling out other accidental or natural causes 
for a fire before concluding that arson was to 
blame. That was not done by the Texas State 
Fire Marshal’s Office, which handled the 
Willingham investigation. In fact, Beyler told the 
commission, which is made up predominately 
of scientists, it appears Deputy Fire Marshal 
Manuel Vasquez (who has since died) never 
even looked through the charred debris in the 


bedroom where the Willingham children died. 
Instead, that debris was simply “shoveled” out 
the bedroom window. How could Vasquez deter- 
mine that arson caused the fire if he never 
even sifted through all the evidence? 

According to Ed Salazar, an assistant fire 
marshal who spoke to the commission Friday 
afternoon (after sitting somewhat steely-faced 
through the morning portion of the meeting 
with Beyler and DeHaan), Vasquez did rule 
out other possible causes of the fire - it’s 
just that he didn’t record it in his reports. 
Salazar said that when he began as a lawyer 
with the office in 1994, he’d noticed the 
reports were often sparse. But, he suggested, 
that doesn’t mean they’re incomplete. There 
is “no way I can sit here and defend the lack

Let the Show Begin 

The 82nd Legislature of the state of Texas 
was gaveled to session on Jan. 11, beginning 
a 140-day slog during which one of the biggest 
freshman classes in history must face one of 
the most challenging budgets on record. 

On the House side, as widely predicted for 
months, the attempt to remove San Antonio 
Republican Joe Straus as speaker fizzled 
out. An unofficial, nonbinding vote of the 
House Republican Caucus on Jan. 10 
showed that Straus, who already had the 
backing of most Democrats, held 70 
Republican pledges in his back pocket. Rep. 
Warren Chisum of Pam pa, the establish- 
ment conservatives’ choice to retake the 
gavel, withdrew his nomination after that 
vote, and when the House gathered, tea 
party favorite Rep. Ken Paxton, R-McKinney, 
used a personal privilege speech to tell 
members that he was also pulling out. That 
left Straus as the sole nominee, but Rep. 

Leo Berman, R-Tyler, decided to play dog in 
the manger, calling for a record vote. When 
all the buttons were pushed, it was 132 for 
Straus, 15 against, and two present not vot- 
ing. Those ayes have already received fair 
warning from right-wing groups such as 
Empower Texans that a vote for Straus will 
count against them when legislative score- 
cards are drawn up. 

Meanwhile, the storm clouds of the 
state’s pressing budget shortfall 
were already gathering in the 
Senate. In a speech to the 
chamber, Senate Finance 
Committee Chair Steve 
Ogden laid out some bleak 
numbers. While warning that 
both education and health and 
human services provisions will 
undoubtedly face cuts, he pro- 
posed reforms to both school 
finance and the state’s franchise tax. 
Attempts to fix the woefully underperforming 
business tax fell flat in 2009, but Ogden put 
them back on the table. “None of us were 
elected to go out and raise taxes,” he told 
his fellow senators but added that it was 
time for them to repair what they had broken.

Budget Imbalancing Act 

The Texas Constitution instructs the state 
Legislature to pass a balanced budget. So 
now that State Comptroller Susan Combs 
has announced the state is already short 
about $4.3 billion in tax revenue, lawmak- 
ers have a slightly clearer idea of how apoc- 
alyptically bad their finances will be for the 
next two years. 

On Jan. 10, Combs released her revenue 
estimate for the 2012-13 biennium. In 
addition to the roughly $100 billion 
the state will receive from the fed- 
eral government and dedicated 
fees, another $77.3 billion in 
revenue will be generated from 
taxes, nondedicated fees, and 
other income. But that doesn’t 
represent how much money is 
actually available. Combs also 
announced that the state goes into 
the next session $4.3 billion in the 
hole due to collapsing sales and gas taxes. 
And more than $800 million will go to swell 
the Rainy Day Fund from its current high 
of $8.2 billion to a colossal $9.4 billion in 
2013. Combined, that means there will 
only be $72.2 billion available for general 
revenue spending, down from $77.1 billion 
in 2009. 

The big question now is how much that 
shortfall contributes to the total deficit - 


but don’t ask Combs for the answer. “We 
don’t do estimates of spending,” she told 
the Capitol press corps. “We do estimates 
of revenue.” 

Working from legislative appropriations 
requests for the six largest agencies, the 
Center for Public Policy Priorities is 

estimating a $27 billion shortfall next bien- 
nium. CPPP senior fiscal analyst Dick 
Lavine has called for lawmakers to fill the 
gap by tapping the Rainy Day Fund and to 
revise broken and underperforming parts of 
the tax code. Sales and gasoline taxes rose 
in the late 1990s, he said, “and even with 
higher taxes, the state did extremely well.” 

However, Texas Public Policy Foundation 
President Talmadge Heflin railed against tax 
reform, instead proposing cuts, cuts, and 
more cuts. In a statement, he said, “This ses- 
sion’s budget writers must recognize that just 
as Texans’ family budgets have shrunk, so 
now must the state’s.” He lauded the radical 
spending cuts of 2003, when the Lege filled 
a $10 billion shortfall with mass layoffs of 
state employees and Medicaid cuts. House 
Appropriations Committee veteran Rep. 
Dawnna Dukes, D-Austin, on the other hand, 
described the 2003 process as “extremely 
grueling, and it was extremely depressing.” 
This time around, she warned, “We will see 
massive levels of unemployment as a result 
of a policy position of ‘Cut without finding 
new revenue.”' - R.W. 



of specificity in these reports,” Salazar said. 
Nonetheless, the investigator in 1991 “fol- 
lowed ... protocol; they followed the practic- 
es that were being used at the time.” 

Indeed, the Fire Marshal’s Office told the 
commission in August that it would stand by 
its initial determination in the Willingham 
case, a position that DeHaan said was “dis- 
maying.” DeHaan and Beyler are among near- 
ly a dozen fire science experts who have 
reviewed the state’s work in the Willingham 
case and concluded it relied too much on 
outdated science, even by 1991 standards. 

The Innocence Project asked the 
Forensic Science Commission to review not 
only Willingham’s case but also that of 
Ernest Willis. Like Willingham, Willis was 
convicted of arson and sentenced to die. He 
was later exonerated, however, based on 


expert opinion that the investigation was 
flawed and the arson determination errone- 
ous. Willis was released from prison just 
months after Willingham was executed. 

Beyler told commissioners that 
the state’s work in both cases 
was faulty. 

Beyler’s meeting with the 
commission was initially sched- 
uled for October 2009. Just 
days before the meeting, howev- 
er, Gov. Rick Perry replaced 
several commission members - 
including Sam Bassett, an 
Austin defense attorney whom 
the panel had appointed as chair - and 
installed Williamson County District Attorney 
John Bradley as the new head of the group. 
Bradley indefinitely postponed the Beyler 


meeting and advocated scrapping it altogeth- 
er, a move that was blocked by the members 
of the panel who are actually scientists. 

That didn’t stop Bradley last week from 
behaving combatively toward Beyler, 
DeHaan, and even a fellow commis- 
sioner, Tarrant County chief medical 
examiner Nizam Peerwani, as 
Bradley lobbed softballs at Salazar. 
In both the tone and the substance 
of his questions, Bradley seemed 
intent on agreeing with Salazar that 
the state’s success or failure in 
investigating the Willingham fire is 
little more than a matter of person- 
al judgment. Whether his fellow commission- 
ers will agree - and what will happen next in 
the review of the Willingham case - remains 
to be seen. - Jordan Smith

a few donkeys, and legendary 
RlNOs - is back in town 
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In 2009, the 81st Legislature of the state of 
Texas was nicknamed the “hurry up and wait” 
session - in honor of legislators’ inability to 
get much of anything done. This time around, 
Capitol insiders are speculating that the 82nd 
Lege will be the “over my dead body” session, 
as Democrats ponder a seemingly unstop- 
pable wave of conservative legislation, and 
Republicans face a budget that will not cover 
line items bom of political dogma. 

What slowed the last session? The exit of 
House Speaker Tom Craddick, and his replace- 
ment by Speaker Joe Straus, was supposed to 
signify a new era under the Dome, one that 
reflected the narrow 76-74 partisan split in the 
lower chamber. However, that changeover in 
House management meant it took until Feb. 
12 to appoint committees - about twice as 
long as under Craddick. Then there was the 
infamous late-session “chub,” when Demo- 
crats dragged things to a grinding halt, killing 
numerous bills, in order to block an anti- 
immigrant voter ID bill (a step they took after 
hard-line conservatives scuttled any attempts 
for a consensus version). 

This time around, the overwhelming 
Republican majorities - just over two-thirds 
in the House, just under two-thirds in the 
Senate - theoretically mean the GOP can pile- 
drive to passage any legislation it desires. 
With a multibillion-dollar deficit opening the 
door to program slashing, plus the once-a- 
decade redistricting of legislative, congressio- 
nal, and State Board of Education seats, it’s a 
dream opportunity for anti-government 
GOPers. Beyond these two structural priori- 
ties, there’s a new flurry of voter ID bills as 
well as the threat of Arizona-style “papers 
please” measures. 


If that’s not enough, there’s the usual mix 
of Christian conservative/family values bills, 
sprinkled with tea party obsessions like nulli- 
fying federal health care reform and enabling 
state rejection of federal law. Right-wing zealot 
and birther conspiracy theorist Rep. Leo Ber- 
man, R-Tyler, has even filed House Bill 295, 
requiring presidential candidates to provide a 
birth certificate for access to the Texas ballot. 
In a normal session, such wild hares would 
languish in committee; this session, the fringe 
right may have the votes to get them to the 
floor. The question becomes: What does the 
GOP caucus want to pass, and how unified 
will it be? 

Whatever the majority’s agenda, they’ll have 
to move fast. The Legislature has only 140 
days to set the state running for the next two 
years. Can they do it? The outlook isn’t prom- 
ising. Consider the job of the Sunset Advisory 
Commission: One of the state’s points of pride 
is that it reviews every single state agency 
every 12 years. But in 2009, lawmakers 
reviewed so few agencies that they had to 
return for a special session just to pass legisla- 
tion rescheduling the backlog. With a loaded 
and divisive legislative agenda, a seemingly 
impossible budget void to fill, and 28 agencies 
up for full or partial review, the expectation is 
that lawmakers, lobbyists, and staff will be 
back for special sessions over the summer. 

And what of the Nov. 2 tea party revolution? 
For all the talk of a dramatic change in the 
status quo, the balance of power remains rela- 
tively unchanged. Republicans still hold all 
statewide offices, and the Senate is still split 
20-11. There are two new faces in the upper 
chamber. On the Republican side, retired U.S. 
Army Lt. Col. Brian Birdwell will complete Kip 


Averitt’s unexpired term, while Democratic 
former El Paso County Attorney Jose Rodriguez 
replaces veteran legislator Eliot Shapleigh, 
who stepped down before the primary. The 
surprise is that two other faces return: Senate 
Finance Committee Chair Steve Ogden, 
R-Bryan, and Sen. Jeff Wentworth, R-San 
Antonio, had both threatened to step down 
but ended up running again (much to the 
chagrin of Republicans in their districts hop- 
ing for a promotion). The elegant, almost gla- 
cial political dance that is the Senate will 
continue almost unchanged. 

In the House, the GOP took 22 Democratic 
seats; add new lawmakers replacing retirees, 
and there are 34 freshmen in the new class. 
Some Democratic losses were regarded as 
marginal. Mark Homer held his Paris seat by 
only 2% in 2008 (a Democratic high-water 
year), and so was not expected to withstand 
a Republican backlash. Other defeats - for 
example, Patrick Rose of Dripping Springs - 
were body blows that deprived Democrats 
not only of current incumbents but potential 
candidates for higher office. 

Of the 22 disappearing Dems, one name 
stands out: Waco’s Jim Dunnam. As House 
Democratic Caucus leader, Dunnam has 
been the key figure in keeping his members 
a viable legislative force even as the minority 


party. Now they face a tough session with- 
out the man that led the Killer Ds on their 
quorum-busting flight to Oklahoma in 2003 
and orchestrated the 2009 chubbing. The 
group’s current chair, Rep. Jessica Farrar, 
D-Houston, looks likely to maintain her 
leadership position but does so while the 
House Dems are at a historic low ebb. Farrar 
has big shoes to fill. 

The committee lineup will also shift dra- 
matically, with nine of the 34 chairs from the 
2009 session either retiring or losing re-elec- 
tion. In addition, two minority ethnic caucuses 
traditionally linked with the Democrats take 
on Republican members, as Stefani Carter of 
Dallas and James White from Hillister join the 
Texas Legislative Black Caucus, while the 
Mexican-American Legislative Caucus absorbs 
four new Hispanic Republicans and Edinburg 
defector Aaron Pena moves to the GOP side of 
the table. Locally, the Travis County delegation 
will include its first Republican since 2006 - 
Paul Workman, who ousted Democrat Valinda 
Bolton in a brutal and smear-heavy campaign. 

There’s undeniable potential for this to 
become a sea change Legislature, in which 
the Texas GOP establishes the perpetual 
majority it has long desired and reshapes the 
political landscape in its backward-looking 
self-image. With right-wing power brokers 
like Americans for Prosperity and Young 
Conservatives of Texas condemning everyone 
in the GOP ranks from Democratic defectors 
like Allan Ritter of Nederland to longtime 
conservative mainstays like Beverly Woolley 
of Houston, as “RINOs” (Republicans In 
Name Only), lawmakers may well view every 
vote as an ideological purity test. 

However, ranking Republicans like House 
Appropriations Committee Chair Jim Pitts, 
R-Waxahachie, and Public Health Chair Lois 
Kolkhorst, R-Brenham, have already started 
trying to blunt tea party aggression against 
essential programs like Medicaid. Once on the 
floor, the more pragmatic GOPers are likely to 
work with the more seasoned Democrats - 
presuming there are enough of either. If that 
doesn’t happen, then the dogmatically driven 
bloodbath of programs, agencies, and public 
institutions could be worse than even the 
bleakest predictions. 

What follows are Chronicle reporters’ brief 
previews of likely considerations in a number 
of high-profile issues - from the gaping budget 
deficit to the trickle-down effects on state 
infrastructure - to which the Lege will lend its 
very divided attention for the next six months. 
Join us for the ride - often outrageous, occa- 
sionally hair-raising, now and then even amus- 
ing. After all, it’s the local political franchise of 
the human comedy.

Deficit by Design 

When it comes to funding state programs 
in Texas over the next two years, there’s 
only one question: “How bad will it be?” 

The long-predicted structural budget defi- 
cit will finally implode this session, due to 
three factors: 1) the ongoing national eco- 
nomic recession, 2) dogmatic resistance 
among most Republicans (and some 
Democrats) to fixing Texas’ nonfunctional 
system of taxation, and 3) an abiding (and 
seemingly inexplicable) unwillingness to tap 
the state’s $9 billion Rainy Day Fund. 

Since the state constitution requires a bal- 
anced budget, lawmakers must solve a pre- 
dicted budget shortfall from current spend- 
ing of somewhere between $20 billion and 
$28 billion for the biennium - a serious slab

GOP Power Grab 

The decennial federal census was just 
completed, reflecting explosive Texas popu- 
lation growth - and it’s time to redraw the 
lines of all political districts. 

The previous decade saw a fierce battle: 
After Republicans won the Texas House in 
2002, they attempted - at the behest of 
then-U.S. House Majority Leader Tom DeLay 
- an unprecedented second redistricting of 
congressional lines in 2003, because DeLay 
wanted more Republicans in the state’s con- 
gressional delegation. Democrats cried foul, 
but Republicans called it deserved payback 
for 1991 redistricting. The Dems tried to 
gum up the works - first House members 
broke quorum by fleeing to Ardmore, Okla., 
then Senate Dems did the same, leaving for

of the $182.3 billion budget passed in 
2009 for the 2010-11 biennium. Out of 
that, only $77.1 billion was discretionary 
spending that the state can cut, and that 
figure was already down 10.5% from the 
2008-09 biennial budget. 

In essence, the budget has already col- 
lapsed. Last January, all state agencies 
were asked to identify 5% in cuts from their 
current general revenue spending and their 
dedicated general revenue budgets, where 
cash is placed into specific accounts by leg- 
islation. In August, the Legislative Budget 
Board released a list of $1.25 billion in 
items to slash from agency budgets immedi- 
ately. Four months later, Gov. Rick Perry 
requested that the agencies find an addi- 
tional 2.5% in cuts - and that reduced sum 
becomes the new baseline number for 
requests for the 2012-13 biennium. The bur- 
den has been shared disproportionately, 
with general revenue-dependent agencies 
getting hammered far worse than those that 
have alternative revenue streams like fees 
or federal grants. 

Universities are already feeling the 
pinch, with liberal arts departments suffer- 
ing worse than science and engineering 
faculty, who receive more business-backed 
research grants. Other agencies are 
already bracing for layoffs and furloughs: 

On Jan. 4, Commissioner of Education 
Robert Scott informed all 1,000 Texas 
Education Agency staffers that the agen- 


cy’s human resources department will be 
reviewing all positions. Considering how 
many state agencies are based in Austin, 
the local economic impact of any layoffs 
could be disproportionately severe. 

The state is also sitting on a pile of 
underfunded obligations. In their legisla- 
tive appropriations request, staff at the 
Employees Retirement System cal 
culated that they will need to collect an 
additional 2.39% of payroll just to remain 
actuarially sound, otherwise the ERS won’t 
have enough money to cover its payments. 
While the Teacher Retirement System of 
Texas should be sound through 2072, that 
has only been accomplished by holding 
pensions static for the last 10 years - that 
is, effectively cutting them by not account- 
ing for a decade of inflation. 

All this adds up to the cold, hard fact that 
legislators will be hacking down already par- 
simonious state spending to fill a deficit gap 
created in part by their predecessors. House 
Appropriations Committee Chair Jim Pitts, 
R-Waxahachie, has already warned that 
some agencies may be completely dissolved 
as the state attempts to cover its statutory 
obligations. Meanwhile, however, some law- 
makers of both parties are using this period 
of intense fiscal scrutiny as an opportunity 
to push through meaningful reform of broken 
systems. Whether their measured approach 
will survive the tea party anti-government 
hysteria remains to be seen. - R.W. 


Albuquerque, N.M. - but eventually the GOP 
prevailed. Austin was at the epicenter of the 
fight, with liberal Austin being split three 
ways in an unsuccessful attempt to oust 
U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett from office. 

Expect Republicans to stick it to Demo- 
crats and Austin again, especially since 
there are even more seats up for grabs this 
time: Texas will gain four seats in congres- 
sional reapportionment, increasing the dele- 
gation from 32 to 36. The GOP will get cre- 
ative in its line-drawing to grab as many of 
those as possible and hold on to power for 
as long as possible in a state where the 
demographic trends (black and Hispanic 
populations are growing much faster than 
white) are running against them. 

If the Lege fails to come up with a map, 
the lines might be drawn by the Legislative 
Redistricting Board (composed of the lieu- 



tenant governor, speaker of the house, attor- 
ney general, comptroller, and land commis- 
sioner); in any case, any plan will have to 
pass muster with the Justice Department or 
the courts for compliance with the Voting 
Rights Act. - Lee Nichols 


The 81st, in 2009, was the “education 
session”: House Bill 3 tweaked the school 
accountability system with an eye to mak- 
ing it less punitive, while HB 3646 was a 
supposedly sweeping overhaul of the state’s 
malfunctioning school finance process. 
Both were intended to patch school dis- 
tricts’ major holes for a few more years. 

This year, with education funding as likely as 
any other budget item to be slashed, the big 
push will be to re-fix school finances. 

Senate Finance Committee Chair Steve 
Ogden, R-Bryan, has proposed a constitution- 
al amendment that would totally rewrite the 
system, replacing capped local property taxes 
with a statewide property tax that districts 
could then supplement with voter approval. 


That would require a constitutional amend- 
ment in the next general election - an iffy 
proposition - and districts are looking for 
more immediate solutions. Unfortunately for 
employees, discussions have focused on giv- 
ing districts more options for paying workers 
less - including layoffs and furloughs. House 
Joint Resolution 46 by Rep. James White, 
R-Hillister, could open that door by releasing 
districts from complying with any unfunded 
mandates. Similarly, tax-slashing proposals to 
repeal the class-size cap (currently at 22 stu- 
dents) and replace it by using a schoolwide 
average calculation could see some class- 
rooms pushed to bursting point - especially in 
those districts already underfunded. - R.W.

Voter ID 

GOP Pet Project Looks Rosy 

The issue that ground the 81st session to 
a halt will probably zoom through the 82nd. 

The debate: Republicans say voters should 
be required to present photo identification 

(or multiple other forms of ID) in addition to 
their voter certificates at the polls, in order 
to protect the integrity of the ballot. 

Democrats say it’s actually an attempt to 
disenfranchise women, the elderly, and racial 
minorities - groups less likely to have photo 
ID and more likely to vote Democratic. Dems 
also claim it’s a solution in search of a prob- 
lem, as voter impersonation is very rare and 
never an effective form of voter fraud. 

The history: In 2009, the Senate grew unusu- 
ally rancorous as Republicans forced the waiv- 
ing of the traditional two-thirds rule to pass the 
bill over Democratic objections. In the House, 
as the session approached its end, Democrats 
“chubbed” the bill to death (a tactic similar to 
filibustering) - and, in the process, killed many 
other bills that were waiting in line behind it. 



Women’s Health 

At the Mercy of the Hard Right 

In keeping with conservative legislators’ 
oxymoronic insistence that women cannot 
comprehend the consequences of abortion 
without state-mandated education - but are 
nonetheless perfectly suited to child rearing 
- again come bills that would deter women 
from seeking safe, legal abortion. Chief is 
the reprise of the proposal to require women 
seeking abortions to first undergo ultra- 
sounds. House Bill 325 by Rep. Todd Smith 
and Senate Bill 130 by Houston GOP Sen. 
Dan Patrick would each require a doctor to 
show a woman seeking an abortion an image 
of the fetus (though she would be allowed to 
avert her eyes) while describing in detail fetal 
development and even playing for the woman 
the sound of the fetal heartbeat. This, 
along with other proposals - including the 
creation of a “Choose Life” license plate 
(HB 238 and SB 257) - have been narrowly 
defeated in the past; this session, with the 
GOP’s House supermajority, women’s health 
and choice advocates fear that such plans 
might finally find the governor’s desk. 

Moreover, the current fiscal situation 
clouds funding for all women’s health, includ-

ing the always vexed allocation for family 
planning. Lawmakers intent on erasing 
Planned Parenthood from the provider 
matrix have worked overtime to figure out 
ways to subtract from the state’s largest pro- 
vider of women’s health screenings while not 
running afoul of the requirements attached to 
the overwhelmingly federal funds. This year 
things could be even dicier, particularly when 
it comes to spending certain federal funds 
that have been used for family planning but 
are also earmarked for programs for other at- 
risk populations such as the elderly. Lawmak- 
ers could legally shift some of that money to 
fill the gaps in other programs. 

On a positive note, San Antonio Rep. Mike 
Villarreal is sponsoring a bill to make the 
pilot Women’s Health Program, set to 
expire this year, a full-time health care strate- 
gy. The program provides health screenings 
to low-income women who wouldn’t otherwise 
be eligible for Medicaid and has been wildly 
successful in saving state money - some 
$40 million in 2008 alone. 

On the other hand, Sen. Bob Deuell, 
R-Greenville, has sought an opinion from 
Attorney General Greg Abbott concerning 
whether lawmakers can eliminate Planned 
Parenthood as a program provider. That opin- 
ion is due any day now; if Abbott figures out 
a way to give Deuell what he wants, it’s safe 
to assume Planned Parenthood would sue. 

It remains to be seen how lawmakers will 
continue to justify spending millions each 
year since 2005 on the Alternatives to 
Abortion program - which is designed to 
“encourage” women to complete their preg- 
nancies but provides no medical services 
whatsoever. Last session, lawmakers raised 
the program’s budget by a whopping 60% - 
to provide counseling to carry pregnancies to 
term and to provide referrals to other govern- 
ment-funded projects, like food stamps. It’s 
not clear whether that will fly this time, but 
along the way, expect plenty of hypocritical 
grandstanding from the usual suspects.

“Austin-bashing” is normally the local 
dread of any legislative session, and while 
this year the city will again seek to preserve 
local control, such concerns are being over- 
whelmed by the broader drama set to unfold 
this spring: the gaping state deficit. 

“The overriding issue during the regular 
session of the 82nd Texas Legislature is the 
State budget crisis and the need for an esti- 
mated $15-25 billion in new revenue to keep 
State services at their current level,” read the 
general principles outlined in the city of Aus- 
tin’s current legislative program. “All Texas 
cities will need to make sure that State gov- 
ernment costs or revenue needs are not 
shifted to local taxpayers and residents out 
of proportion to the benefits obtained.” 

Among other priorities are fighting unfund- 
ed state mandates and seeking funding for 
city and county health care efforts. Local 
control initiatives are numerous, including a 
call to “protect the current status of the 
Texas electric markets and to maintain local 
control of taxpayer investment in Austin 
Energy” (the city-owned utility), opposing tax 
appraisal and revenue caps, fighting 
encroachment on water rights and water 
quality measures (a perennial), defending 
zoning authority within both the city and its 
extraterritorial jurisdiction, preserving emi- 
nent domain powers, and more. 

More specifically, the city is seeking legis- 
lation regarding changes to the city Police

The Costs of Crackdowns 

As of last week, 43 men in Texas have 
been exonerated via post-conviction DNA 
testing, and in the majority of those wrongful 
convictions, faulty eyewitness identifica- 
tions played a role. (There have been other 
exonerations implicating related problems, 
such as prosecutorial misconduct.) Does the 
growing number of exonerees mean that the 
Texas criminal justice system needs reform? 
Yes, indeed it does. Does that mean that law- 
makers will be looking to fix these problems 
during this session? Not necessarily. 

A few of the modest reforms that looked 
ripe last session - including eyewitness ID 
and writ reform, which died as a result of 
voter-ID-bill-prompted chubbing - will return. 
For example, the eyewitness ID bill filed by 



Retirement System, bumping city contribu- 
tions from 19% to 20% in October 2011, 
then to 21% in 2012. Conversely, the retire- 
ment system for non-public-safety workers 
may take a hit via city-sought legislation that 
would increase requirements for employees 
seeking full retirement benefits. The city 
again supports meet-and-confer bargaining 
for non-civil-service employees (the bill died 
last session), as well as state funding for city 
and regional transportation efforts, social 
services, and public libraries. Needless to 
say, with the deficit first and foremost in law- 
makers’ minds, all such funding may be so 
much wishful thinking. See the city’s legisla- 
tive program with this article online at 
austinchronicle.com.

Alpine Dem Rep. Pete Gallego (House Bill 
215), partnered in the Senate by Houston 
Dem Rodney Ellis (Senate Bill 121), remains 
problematic. While both would require the 
state to draft a model law enforcement policy 
for conducting eyewitness IDs, a failure to fol- 
low that policy would not bar admissibility of 
the testimony - what’s the point? 

Looming over everything is the scary budget 
mess, which has led to much discussion of how 
to control or constrict the state’s prison popula- 
tion, which currently hovers at just less than 
160,000 inmates. The early word is that some 
combination of closing (likely older) prisons and 
moving more money into community supervision 
programs is probably on the agenda. 

For budgetary reasons, it may also be diffi- 
cult for lawmakers to justify creating more crim- 
inal offenses or ratcheting up the penalties on 
existing ones. There’s hope that rational - if 
only fiscally conservative - thinking will affect 
the process. One such modest proposal is 
HB 227 by Rep. Todd Smith, R-Euless, to 
exempt from the fast-growing (and costly) sex 
offender registry many youthful “Romeo and 
Juliet” offenses (passed last session but 
vetoed by the governor). A similar proposal 
has been filed by Dallas Dem Sen. Royce 
West, but his version (SB 198) also propos- 
es that the state adopt the language of the 
federal Adam Walsh Child Protection and 
Safety Act - an unfunded mandate that 
could cost an estimated $39 million and 
increase the burden on local police depart- 
ments.

Save Lives and Save Money? 

Creating new crimes and long punish- 
ments is still on the agenda - again - for 
Waco GOP Rep. Charles “Doc” Anderson, 

who this year continues his fruitless 2009 
quest to make illegal the drug Salvia divi- 
norum. a member of the sage family and 
the most potent naturally occurring hallucino- 
genic (House Bill 470). His dramatic attempt 
to get support for an all-out ban fell on deaf 
ears last session - in part because medical 
researchers find the substance promising for 
a number of therapeutic applications. 

Following Anderson’s lead are Edinburg’s 
recent GOP convert Rep. Aaron Pena (HB 
49) and colleague Fred Brown, R-Bryan (HB 
108), who are proposing to ban one or more 
synthetic pot compounds. The rush to ban 
the substances, used to lace herbal com- 
pounds and marketed as “K2” or “Spice,” 
doesn’t mean researchers have proven 
harm; they haven’t. Yet if these folks have 
their way, possession of the not-pot could 
mean up to life in prison. 

By contrast, several of the rational drug 
reform measures we’ve come to expect have 
not yet been filed - including a bill to down- 
grade penalties for marijuana possession 
or to create an affirmative defense for medi- 
pot possession. But back already is San 
Antonio Dem Rep. Ruth Jones 
McClendon’s effort to legalize an anony- 
mous needle-exchange program, a bid

The Costs of Crackdowns 

In 2009, the Texas Department of Trans- 
portation got slapped around by legislators in 
a Sunset Review that was never completely 
finished, and last week, a consultant gave the 
agency a restructuring plan that called for fir- 
ing its top executives. The major problem fac- 
ing the department and legislators: how to 
pay for future transportation projects. The 
state’s gasoline tax - still stuck at 20 cents 
per gallon - hasn’t been raised since 1991, 
and current projections show that the agency 
can’t possibly collect the revenue necessary 
to complete desired projects. Last year, Sen. 
John Carona, R-Dallas, had the temerity to 
suggest raising that tax - and for his gall, 
thanks to Lite Guv David Dewhurst, Carona 
is no longer chair of the Transportation & 
Homeland Security Committee. Don’t expect 
the new crop of tea partiers to look favorably 
upon similar suggestions this session, 
although we’re sure they’ll bitch plenty about 
awful Austin traffic. - L.N. 



that passed in 2007 as a pilot project 
before being sabotaged by Bexar County 
District Attorney Susan Reed, who said 
she would prosecute anyone who partici- 
pated in the program for paraphernalia 
possession. In 2009, the measure died 
despite strong support from Sen. Robert 
Deuell, R-Greenville. McClendon has 
brought it back as HB 117 - in the hope 
that the fifth time will be the charm for this 
smart-on-drugs (and communicable dis- 
ease) harm-reduction program that the 
Department of State Health Services has 
estimated could save the state millions in 
health care costs. Maybe that positive fis- 
cal effect will finally resonate? - J.S. 


Take a Deep 
Budget Breath 

The refrain of “greater transparency” 
is a constant among government watch 
ers, and Austin Sen. Kirk Watson says 
he’ll act on it in the legislative session 
that began Tuesday. Saying that the 
state’s current money woes have been 
caused by previous budgets balanced 
through “debt, diversions, and decep- 
tion,” Watson last week announced a 
proposal that would force the Senate 
to wait five days after the conference 
committee drafts the final budget 
before voting on it. “[Legislators, 
advocates, the media, and other Texans 
generally have about 48 hours, if that, 
to sort through an almost 1,000-page 
document” before the final vote, which 
occurs at the hectic end of the session, 
Watson complained. “Taking five days 
- a business week’s worth of budget 
honesty - would help us all evaluate 
whether Texas, even in the midst of 
a tough economy, is maintaining its 
commitments to schools, health care 
for seniors, border security, and other 
moral priorities that will keep Texas 
economically competitive.” Last week, 
Watson issued a press release boast- 
ing support for the wait from both the 
Texas Public Policy Foundation and the 
Center for Public Policy Priorities - 
two think tanks on opposite ends of the 
ideological spectrum. - L.N.

CAN RON REIN IN THE FED? 

The teabag-infused Republican takeover of 
the U.S. House has produced one big 
change that is already distressing GOP lead- 
ers, dismaying the tea party’s corporate 
funders and discombobulating the elite 
bankers at the Federal Reserve. The 
change is this: Ron Paul.

Here’s an outfit that 
furtively funnels trillions of dollars to pri- 
vate profiteers around the world, yet its 
transactions are not audited or open to 
public scrutiny. It’s the system that’s kooky, 
not Paul, and he’s about to shine a bright 
light into the dark temple of the Fed, expos- 
ing an institutional collusion with Wall 
Street that enriches the few at the expense 
of the common good.

‘WURA-NATASHA OGUNJI: 
THE EPIC CROSSINGS 
OF AN IFE HEAD' 

Ancestors cross time 
and. space to seek us 


Journeys figure heavily in Wura-Natasha 
Ogunji ’s world. In videos made by the Austin 
visual and performance artist, women journey 
from one edge of the frame to the other, some- 
times crawling at a snail’s pace across the 
hard land, sometimes speedily skittering a few 
feet above it like some erratic bumblebee. Her 
most recent videos imagine an Ife head - an 
ancient Yoruban sculpture - leaving its Nigerian 
home to connect with its descendants in the 
Americas. Ogunji has made her own journey this 
past year, to a place of prominence on Austin’s 
arts scene: through the performance work one 
hundred black women , one hundred actions at 
last year’s Fusebox Festival, created through a 
grant from the Idea Fund (see “On the Funding 
Front,” right); followed by a production of her 
performance work Incidents at the 22 Hotel at 
the Off Center in August; and a solo exhibition 
at Women & Their Work, opening this week. 
Moreover, the artist will soon make her own epic 
crossing: visiting Nigeria, the homeland of her 
father, for the first time. “So much of the cultural 
information I’ve gotten has come through the 
creative process and through ancestral knowl- 
edge and body knowledge and cellular memory,” 
says Ogunji. “So it’s going to be very interesting 
for me to be on that soil, finally.” Before making 
that journey, however, Ogunji will need to open 
her show and participate in The Ancestor and the 
Archive, an evening of short performances with 
other artists whose work is informed by person- 
al and collective histories and ancestors. Next 
Thursday, Jan. 20, Ogunji, Amanda Johnston, 

Omi Osun Joni L. Jones, Annelize Machado, 

Matt Richardson, kt shorb, and Nicole Vlado will 
each perform a piece that is four to eight min- 
utes long, then join in a discussion about how 
they approach creating experimental works that 
embody both the traditional and nontraditional. 
Ogunji spoke with the Chronicle about the origins 
of some of her journeys. - Robert Faires 



Austin Chronicle: What inspired 
your video work? 

Wura-Natasha Ogunji: In 2007, I 
was in a residency in Spain. I was 
reading a lot about these crossings 
from Africa to the Canary Islands 
and across the Strait of Gibraltar, 
and I felt like I had a connection to 
these bodies, like if not for an acci- 
dent of birth, I could have been 
these people trying to make these 
crossings. I was very interested in 
my relationship to the land and what 
we leave behind spiritually and phys- 
ically and the impression that a per- 
son leaves on the earth. So thinking 
about people crossing the waters 
and what belongings they could 
carry with them and what marks 
they would leave made me want to 
kind of become those bodies but in 
relationship to the land where I was 
staying, which was north of 
Barcelona in the foothills of the 
Montserrat Mountains. It was also a 
place where people fled the dictator- 
ships, so I was interested in the 
relationship of my black female body 
to this place in Spain, also given the 
historical context of migration and 
immigration and forced migration. 
That really inspired the first videos. 
AC: How do they connect to what peo- 
ple will see at Women & Their Work? 
WNO: I started to think about this 
iconographic Ife head and this 
question of what would it look like 
if homeland longed for us and 
came seeking us, if there wasn’t 
any sense of absence or void in our 
lives in terms of needing to return 
to homeland, but the fact of our

existence and our lives really 
offered something to our ancestors 
- and to people who still lived in 
the places where we had originally 
come from. There’s a place in 
Nigeria that’s called Abeokuta, and 
it means “city under the rocks.” It’s 
a place where people fled to hide 
during the Atlantic slave trade. So I 
started to think about what if these 
artifacts were hiding amongst 
these rocks and these ancestors, 
and what would it look like for 
them, years later, to seek out their 
descendants in the New World and 
how would they make that journey? 
They could walk on water, or they 
could fly. From there, I made a 
series of videos trying to embody 
that struggle [of this being crossing 
the ocean] but also across this 
metaphoric history of trying to get 
somewhere and coming back and 
trying to get somewhere and com- 
ing back, and what would it mean 
to arrive or not quite arrive. 

I’m very excited about sharing this 
body of work. In the past, I haven’t 
been so overt about the use of fami- 
ly photographs, and in this work, I’m 
using a lot of images of my father, 
photographs of my father and of me. 
It’ll be interesting to see what kinds 
of stories these images tell. They 
are me, but they also become these 
other beings in the works of art.

Grants in their stockings 

> Two Austin visual-arts projects won grants this year from the 
Idea Fund, a program in which Houston arts organizations 
Aurora Picture Show, DiverseWorks ArtSpace, and Project 
Row Houses take funding from the Andy Warhol Foundation 
for the Visual Arts and reallocate it to artists or artist groups 
across Texas. Panelists Bill Arning (director, Contemporary 
Arts Museum Houston), Kate Lorenz (executive director, Hyde 
Park Art Center, Chicago), and Andrea Mellard (assistant 
curator, Austin Museum of Art) combed through some 200 
applications before settling on this year’s 10 grantees, each 
of whom will receive $4,000 to create a project in 2011 
($3,500 for the project and the rest for seed money to devel- 
op future work). The lucky Austinites are: 

Boozefox (Drew Liverman, Jules Buck Jones, Michael 
Phalan, Scott Eastwood), for Battleship Earth, an iceberg- 
like sculpture/ watercraft that will be “driven” around 
Lady Bird Lake, and 

Andy Rihn, for Texas’ Longest Hammer Choir, a short film 
recording 500 people hitting hammers together across aban- 
doned railroad tracks, with the filmmakers, soundtrack musi- 
cians, and propulsionists in a custom-made railroad cart.

Buster Graybill, who 
created the award- 
winning 2009 Texas 
Biennial hit Bait 
Box, won a grant for 
The Progeny of Tush 
Hog (I), a follow-up 
to the project he 
developed during 
his 2010 residency at San Antonio’s Artpace focused on a 
form of sculpture/hog feeder that he imagines as living crea- 
tures, adapting and mutating in the wild, much like feral 
hogs.

Two exhibitions capture printmaking's experimental drive

Picture yourself in a laboratory outside 
of time where bustling among the beakers 
and Bunsen burners and computers and 
microscopes are Alfred Nobel, Louis Pasteur, 
Marie Curie, Enrico Fermi, Linus Pauling, and 
Ahmed Zewail. There you stand with some 
of the groundbreaking figures in chemistry, 
people whose persistent experimentation led 
to discoveries that deepened our understand- 
ing of this existence we share. And in this 
extraordinary space, you have the opportunity 
not only to appreciate anew their accomplish- 
ments as individuals but to see what they’ve 
achieved collectively on a continuum of cen- 
turies, in which one breakthrough has built 
on another over and over and over again, 
driving forward the development of the field.

the advances in tech- 
nology and science 
through the 19th and 
20th centuries more 
than the traditional 
mediums of painting, 
drawing, and sculp- 
ture. It shares that 

with photography, and just as the Ransom 
Center’s recent showing of photographs from 
its Gemsheim Collection documented that 
form’s progress through experimentation with 
chemicals for developing images and changes 
in equipment, “Repartee” and “Advancing 
Tradition” reveal how printmaking has evolved 



from monotone woodcuts and etchings on 
paper to vibrantly colorful works that may 
blend multiple methods - intaglio, aquatint, 
photogravure, monotype, screenprint, litho- 
graph, drypoint - sometimes with assistance 
from digital manipulation and ink-jet printing, 
sometimes printed on alternative materials 
such as felt, and sometimes incorporating 
sculptural elements such as wood, string, or, 
as in the case of Liliana Porter’s Situation With 
Dog, an inch-high plastic bridegroom. 

Actually, that sense of progression was built 
into “Repartee,” since the Blanton created the 
exhibition as a companion piece to “Turner 
to Monet: Masterpieces From the Walters Art 
Museum.” Like that popular touring show, 
“Repartee” marks the changes in artistic styles 
and subject matter among Western European 
and American artists as cultural shifts took 
place throughout the 19th century. The rural 
increasingly gave way to the urban, the classical 
to the impressionistic, the ideal to the specific, 
the formal to the personal, and, some would 
say, the high to the low. The developments 
are easy enough to see as you move through 
“Repartee.” Take, for instance, the approach 
to the feminine form: In the first room of 
the exhibit, you have Theodore Chasseriau’s 
Venus Anadyomene, a lithograph on chine-colle 
from 1841 after his 
successful painting. 
She’s the romantic 
personification of 
beauty, with the gen- 
tlest of curves defin- 
ing her slender nude 
form everywhere: her 
breasts, her hips, her 
belly, the nape of her 


ist also depicts a naked female figure emerg- 
ing from the water, but this one is an oddly 
graceless figure, caught half in, half out of the 
bathtub, awkwardly bent over and clutching 
the sides as she attempts to extricate herself. 
Our view is from the back, and Degas doesn’t 
even let us see her face; rather, it’s her block- 
ish posterior that commands the center of the 
frame. In four decades, we’ve moved from 
woman as the feminine divine to the feminine 
mundane, from the ethereally flawless face to 
the earthbound, overfleshed ass. 


The two exhibits create a strong impression 
of printmaking as an art form in constant 
development, restlessly pushed forward by 
the experiments of its artists.

of course, the long 
locks of wavy hair 
that cascade down 
her back like a water- 
fall. Chasseriau’s

and smooth shadings that are about as close 
as lithography can get to a soft-focus lens. 
Compare that to Edgar Degas’ La sortie du bain 
(1879-80) in the fifth room. The impression- 


The evolution of form and attitude goes 
still further when carried over to the Flatbed 
Press retrospective at AMOA. Some 120 years 
after Degas’ prosaic portrait, Bob Schneider 
- yes, that Bob Schneider - took the female 
nude to the extravagantly fantastic, with most 
of the flesh seemingly cut away, exposing 
internal organs and networks of veins but 
also strange miniature figures, elaborately pat- 
terned shapes, a face behind the external face 
(or mask), and a snake attached to/coming 
out of one arm. Rendered in razor- thin lines, 
starkly graphic, the picture is something of 
a Boschlike underworld contained within a 
human outline, propelling woman beyond 
the celestial and the domestic into a realm 


dreamlike and primal - the feminine mythic. 
Taken together, the three prints - all by men, 
it’s worth noting - create an intriguing con- 
versation about how women have been and 
are viewed by society and how that has played 
out in their representation in art. 

Such interplays can be found through- 
out “Repartee” and “Advancing Tradition” 
- say, the contrast in portraiture between 
J.A.D. Ingres’ 1816 etching of Gabriel Cartois 
de Pressigny and Luis Jimenez’s 1996 Self- 
Portrait, with the former cool and clean, a 
formality in the delicate line-work befitting 
the ornately robed cleric, and the latter raw 
and sketchy, a baroque tangle of lines that 
speaks to the artist’s rough edges almost 
as much as the skull he shows through his 
features. In 1836, war could be celebrated in 
art with images of military prowess and order, 
as in Denis Auguste Marie Raffet’s La Revue 
nocturne ( The Night Review), with its lines of 
regimented cavalry, the horses spaced almost 
mathematically, the riders’ swords held up at 
nearly identical angles - the very picture of 
martial discipline and conquest. But in the 
wake of the 1871 civil war in France, Edouard 
Manet represented the conflict with the image 
of a dead militiaman lying on a street before 
a broken wall, the thick, dark lines and heavy 
shadows on the still form in striking contrast 
to the soft shades of gray cloaking Raffet’s 
valiantly charging troops - a shifting view 
of war from the heroic to the tragic. And in 
1991, the shift went to the grotesquely comic, 
with Robert Levers’ Victory: The Celebration

AA marquees 
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commemorating the first Iraq War with a mili- 
tary man of some sort running toward three 
soldiers, all of them skeletons in uniform. Now 
the grimly thick marks of Manet’s are describ- 
ing cartoon figures, with grinning skulls and 
lines descending from above the frame to the 
figures’ wrists and feet, suggesting the strings 
that manipulate marionettes. Here, what you’re 
seeing isn’t so much a progression in the sense 
of one attitude supplanting another - all three 
images just described still speak to some truth 
about war - but a moving current of perspec- 
tives, shifting with the events of history. And as 
in our hypothetical laboratory, the exhibitions 
enable us to take the long view, to see the con- 
tinuum of responses and compare them to one 
another, for what they have to say and how they 
say it. 

And how they say it is perhaps the greatest 
pleasure of “Advancing Tradition.” The show 
is dazzling in its array of styles and modes of 


expression: simple graphic representations of 
nature, human figures, dense abstracts, pho- 
tographic images, rendered text, eye-popping 
in their colors and textures. And that’s a testa- 
ment not only to the artists themselves but to 
Katherine Brimberry and Mark L. Smith, the 
powers behind Flatbed Press. They might just 
as easily have named it Flatbed Research and 
Development Institute, because the printmak- 
ing facility has made it a mission to find ways 
to put the images in the heads of the artists 
they work with onto paper (or paper bags or 
felt or whatever surface they want). And that 
means being inventive, trying the unconven- 
tional, taking risks, experimenting. “Repartee” 
shows us how that tradition was established 
in Europe and carried through the Industrial 
Age to the advent of modernism; it gives us the 
past. “Advancing Tradition” shows us how that 
tradition has been built upon in our own time 
and city; it gives us the present - but it doesn’t

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Sad But True (Well, Mostly) 

Tapping real-life family crises for comedy in ‘Drinking Closer to Home’

One of the hardest things about moving away from Austin 
was losing the community of writers of which I’d been a part 
since the days of Texas Circuit readings at Liberty Lunch back 
in the Seventies. But when I wound up in Baltimore in 2009, 
I found a scene like the one I’d been missing - a thriving, 
ungated community of writers and readers who comment on 
one another’s work, get together for coffee, and share connec- 
tions. It’s common after literary events in “Bawlmer” to invite 
the whole audience to go out for drinks with the readers - you 
can’t get much friendlier than that. 

It was at one of these events that I discovered a writer named 
Jessica Anya Blau. I first heard her read a short story in a read- 
ing series held above a vintage clothing store, and her humor- 
ous take on warm, loving families with adulterer parents and 
drug-dealing children made me slap down the cash for her first 
novel, 2008’s The Summer of Naked Swim Parties. It’s a coming- 
of-age story set in Santa Barbara, Calif., in 1976; the 14-year- 
old protagonist doesn’t get much help from her pot-smoking, 
free-loving parents as she navigates her first experiences with 
boys and booze. 

The family dynamics, the hilarious dialogue sprinkled with 
Yiddishisms and profanity, the outrageous moments: These 
elements are even stronger in Blau’s second novel, Drinking 
Closer to Home, to be released this month. Drinking Closer to 
Home brings together the adult children of the Stein family 
when their mother has a heart attack. The action flips between 
days spent in the hospital and flashbacks to their childhoods 
in the 1970s and 1980s. 

The domestic relationships in the book are brilliantly 
rendered, a contemporary California version of Philip Roth. 
There’s a scene in the 1970s where the grandparents, Bubbe 
and Zeyde, are coming for their annual visit. The entire family 
has mobilized to clean the house. Here’s Mom and Dad: 

Louise gathered up the sheets, a burning cigarette dangling from 
her mouth. She stared down at Buzzy, who was reading a crumpled 
piece of paper. Louise shifted the sheets to one arm, pulled her 
cigarette out, and pointed it at Buzzy as she spoke. 

“Buzzy, fuck the trash, get the plants. ” 

“She may have thrown out the receipt from when I had the oil 
changed on the car last week, I cant find - ” Buzzy dropped his 
head back into the trash can. 

“GET THE FUCKING PLANTS!” Louise lifted her cigarette 
hand and pushed a sweaty strand of brown hair out of her eyes. 
Portia was stilled by the suddenness of her mother’s anger. 



“Dad,” Anna said, “You have to chop down the marijuana 
plants. ” She was the only one bold enough to insert herself into her 
parents’ arguments. . . . 

Emery looked up from the Masterpiece Game; he was separating 
the painting cards from the value cards. 

“We have marijuana plants?” he asked. 

Blau has called this “a memoir with changed names,” and 
the book includes a postscript section in which her real family 
comments on their fictional doppelgangers. “I think I got off 
easy,” notes her father, which is saying a lot. 

Not long after I fell in love with her work, I learned that Blau 
lives around the comer from me. Now her teenage daughter Ella 
babysits my daughter Jane, and her husband David has had the 
gall to beat me at Scrabble. So this morning she made me a nice 
bowl of oatmeal in her kitchen and we talked about the book. 

Austin Chronicle: If it’s a memoir with changed names, why not 
just write a memoir ? 

Jessica Anya Blau: So I could make it a more interesting story. 
For example, there’s a scene where the family rents a vacation 
home on Fire Island. During their week there, the brother 
comes out of the closet, the sister reveals that she’s cheating on 
her husband, and the dad announces he’s going to leave their 
mom. All those things happened, but not at once. And the 
ending - well it could have happened that way, but it didn’t. 
AC: The title, Drinking Closer to Home, refers to a comment 
the grandfather makes after a pretty harrowing incident. That 
really happened? 


JAB: In 1939, when my mother was 4 months old, my grandfa- 
ther and grandmother put her baby basket in the back of their 
convertible and went for a nice fall drive. They had the top 
down, but the baby was all bundled up. They drove pretty far. 
They stopped at an inn in the countryside, leaving my mother 
asleep in the car. Then they started drinking and drinking and 
got so trashed they asked for a key and went up to a room. 
In the morning they remembered they had a baby. They ran 
down, and she was frozen. Literally. There was frost on her. 
So they rushed her to the hospital, she was in for two weeks, 
and she miraculously recovered, thanks to being one of the 
first civilians to be given penicillin. My grandfather’s comment 
on this was that the lesson that he learned was always to go 
drinking closer to home. 

AC: [in horror] He actually said that? 

JAB: [hesitates] Well, I think he did. That chapter was one I 
wrote and rewrote so many times now that I’m not sure if my 
grandfather said it or not. ... Um, we could call my mother 
and ask her. 

AC: Let’s. 

[A phone call to California is made.] 

Jessica’s Mom: The incident happened just the way she wrote 
it. They almost killed me, and then they spent the whole two 
weeks I was in the hospital in Florida. Only that penicillin 
saved me, thank God. They had to call them to come home 
when I got better. But no, he didn’t say the thing about drink- 
ing closer to home. Jessica made that part up. 

JAB: Oh, okay, I guess I did, then. Thanks, Mom. Bye. 

AC: Well, your making it up is to me a natural extension of the 
coping strategy of the family in the book, in which the characters 
continually joke about things that are serious and painful, where 
humor is used as a survival skill. 

JAB: I have a family that teases each other relentlessly. You 
go to rehab, you have a zit, you have an affair, they’re all 
talking about it and asking you about it. And nobody will 
take anything seriously. You have a breakdown and you’re 
depressed, everyone starts making fun of you. Eventually you 
start laughing. 

My mom and dad once got in a huge fight. My father was 
screaming so loudly that my mother shouted, “Shut up, the 
neighbors are going to hear you!” “Fuck the neighbors!” my 
father screamed. So she told him again to shut up, and my 
dad ran outside - and by the way, we lived on a cul-de-sac full 
of really WASPy people, all with perfect lawns - and he was 
leaping up and down, screaming “ Fuck the neighbors!” over 
and over. My mother, sister, brother, and I were standing on 
the porch looking out at him, completely horrified and embar- 
rassed, but within days it was a joke. Even now, my sister 
makes him Chanukah cards and birthday cards with a little 
cartoon guy leaping up and down, and in his word-bubble it 
says, “Fuck the neighbors!” ■

A SMOKING NEW ERA 

While I was hanging out 
with some famous mov- 
ie-star types recently, I 
was shocked to see them 
light up cigarettes in a 
crowded bar. Always 
respectful of the privileges 
that wealth and fame can 
bring, I thought, “Wow, not 
even / have the nerve to 
light up in a bar.” I 
watched as the star’s wife 
took a drag, then placed 
the cigarette in her purse. 

I hoped that her purse 
was lined with asbestos - 
I had horrifying visions of 
it bursting into flames, 
reminding me of the old 
story about Tallulah Bankhead at Saint 
Patrick’s Cathedral: When Cardinal 
Spellman came down the aisle wearing pur- 
ple and gold vestments, solemnly swinging a 
smoking censer, Bankhead reportedly said, 
“Dahling, I love your dress, but your purse is 
on fire!” My fears were all for naught, howev- 
er, as it became evident that this glamorous 
couple was smoking these new electronic 
cigarettes. I’d heard about them before, but 
had no clue how they worked, how they felt or 
tasted, or how much they cost. His resembled 
a real cigarette - white with a tan filter and a 
red LED tip that lights up when you inhale - 
but hers was a sleek platinum-colored model 
with a purple LED tip. I was mesmerized. 

They both let me try them, and lo and behold, 
they tasted great. You can smoke these any- 
where without fear of reprisal (except on air- 
planes, which have ridiculously but summarily 
banned them). It was like the good ol’ days 
for smokers, when you smoked just about 
everywhere: gas stations, grocery stores, the- 
atres, doctors’ offices, elevators ....

Just when you think you’ve seen all that 
taquerias have to offer in this town, along 
comes Papalote, a taqueria of a different 
stamp that will no doubt help redefine 
Austin’s taco expectations. Papalote is the 
newest endeavor from Sergio Varela, who also 
owns Azul Tequila, a favorite South Austin 
destination for reliable Interior Mexican cui- 
sine. Though this tiny storefront cafe at the 
newly revitalized corner of Manchaca Road 
and South Lamar Boulevard is less than six 
months old, crowds already spill out the door. 

Varela envisioned Papalote as a casual 
spot that would serve the sorts of treats he 
recalls from his youth in Tejupilco, in south 
central Mexico. The kitchen here eschews 
Texas taco standards such as al pastor and 
fajitas to highlight more complex creations 
balanced on the slow-stewed meats and veg- 
etables in vibrant sauces that typify Interior 
Mexican cooking. Many of Papalote’s dishes, 
such as the tortas de coliflor (stuffed with 


fried cauliflower cakes, avocado, queso fres- 
co, and cabbage) or the taco (with strips of 
poblano chiles, mushrooms, zucchini, and 
cream) are Varela’s mother’s recipes. Others 
come from recipes Varela has developed over 
years of working in kitchens. 

On a recent visit, everyone at my table 
licked their fingers clean from the guajolote 
en mole tacos with big chunks of shredded 
turkey smothered in a deep-red mole that’s a 
pitch-perfect blend of sweet, savory, and fire 
(all tacos $3.25), and we slurped up the rajas 
con crema (strips of poblano in cheese and 
cream, $5.99) with chips, spoons, and fingers. 
The taco with stewed pork suffused in a 
creamy, nutty pipian sauce spiked with hoja 
santa is another winner. Even a simple fish 
taco is well-seasoned, spilling over with fresh 
cabbage, avocado, and crumbled queso fresco. 

Not limited to tacos, Papalote also offers a 
selection of tortas ($5-8), tostadas ($3.25), 
and some rarely seen-in-Austin Mexican 
street foods such as sopes ($3) - thick fried 
masa cakes topped with beans, meat, cream, 
avocado, and lettuce - and tlacoyos ($3),

fried blue-corn masa-and-potato cakes 
covered in red and green sauces and 
queso fresco to resemble a Mexican flag. 
Varela calls the food at Papalote “tacos 
urbanos.” I call it yum! - Rachel Feit 



Zinfandcl - Two Great Wines for the New Year 


The weather is cooler, the food is heartier, and it’s the 
perfect time for America’s great wine, Zinfandel. Not the 
sweet-as-cotton-candy pink stuff. I’m talking about the 
whopping, concentrated, opaque blockbuster wines 
fresh from California’s top vineyards. 

Zinfandel is a perfect wine for American foods, 
especially massive slabs of grilled beef, whether 
in the form of steaks or hamburgers. It also 
works well with casual foods like deep-dish piz- 
zas, hot dogs, stews, or casseroles. For years, 

Zinfandel’s other great advantage was its low 
price. Unfortunately, that benefit has slowly evap- 
orated to the point that Zinfandel commands pric- 
es similar to Merlot or Cabernet Sauvignon. But 
there are still a few bargains out there if you know 
where to look. 

Ghost Pines is a relatively new brand from the folks at 
Gallo. The Ghost Pines Zinfandel ($15) reflects the mod- 
ern style of Zinfandel, aiming for alcohol levels between 
14% and 15%, which, ironically, is lower than what we saw 


during much of the first decade of this century. This wine 
is 14.7% alcohol, which means the grapes are picked a lit- 
tle less ripe, lending it fresh, young fruit flavors. 

St. Francis “Old Vines” Sonoma County Zinfandel 

($18) is a fascinating wine, one worth tasting at 
every vintage. I’ve closely followed this wine for 
nearly 20 years, and, though it has seen its 
ups and downs, it has always been interesting. 
The last few vintages have been classic ver- 
sions. The grape vines are between 50 and 
100 years old and are dry-farmed (i.e. , no irri- 
gation). That process stresses the vines so 
that they produce tiny but powerful grapes. The 
result is a wine that is somewhat high in alcohol 
(currently 15.5%) and muscularly flavored. And if ever 
a wine could handle aging in 100% new American oak, this 
is it. The fruit flavors are so intense that the oak almost 
disappears, leaving a nice hit of vanilla and toast. 

Both wines are available through better wine shops.

It’s amazing how much food news accumu- 
lates during the week I don’t have a column! 

So, here’s what’s new. Check out the newest 
outlet of Royal Blue Grocery (609 Congress, 
469-5888, www.royalbluegrocery.com), which just 
opened in a historic Downtown building. The 
large new store includes a commissary kitchen 
that will allow the grocer to increase production 
of “grab and go” food items such as prepared 
salads, sandwiches, soups, and meals. There’s 
also an espresso bar, on-site beer and wine 
service, plus a select stock of paper goods, 
produce, dairy items, local artisanal foods, beer, 
and wine - open daily from 7am to midnight. 

Asleep at the Wheel frontman Ray Benson 
wants to be known for finger-lickin’ good food as 
well as hot guitar licks, so he partnered up with 
Texas sauce-master Dan Jardine to create Ray 
Benson’s Asleep at the Wheel BBQ Sauce. 
Both the roadhouse and spicy flavors of the new 
condiment were launched last week at an event 
at Ray Benson’s Roadhouse inside Austin- 
Bergstrom International Airport. Bottles of the 
sauce are currently available at H-E-B stores 
statewide, with more retail outlets soon to 
come, or order online at www.asleepatthewheel.com. 
I’ll report back with opinions after we’ve had a 
chance to try out the samples at the office.

I finally had an e-mail exchange with Ruby’s 
Barbecue (512 W. 29th, 477-1651) owner Pat 
Mares, who says she and her staff have been 
overwhelmed by the outpouring of community 
support after the holiday fire at the beloved 
campus-area barbecue joint. She asked me to 
tell folks that the fire damage was not exten- 
sive and they were back to smokin’ good barbe- 
cue again very quickly. Good news all around.

When it first opened, Vino Vino’s cuisine was definitely a 
backdrop to its incredible selection of wines available to drink 
on the premises or to take home and enjoy. But things changed 
in fall 2008 with the arrival of chef Esteban Escobar, who 
brings to the kitchen the same quality and dedication that 
owner Jeff Courrington places on the wine list. 

The menu is in a constant state of flux, as Escobar is a firm 
believer in using seasonal - and mostly local - ingredients, work- 
ing with local purveyors such as Antonelli’s Cheese Shop for 
cheeses and Farm to Table for produce and meats. Although the 
menu doesn’t have dozens of offerings, it is nearly impossible to 
pick one dish over another, inviting you to return and try the 
other one next time. Escobar’s offerings are complex and well- 
executed without being too froufrou or over-the-top and are 
designed with special attention to pair with a variety of wines. 
The experienced and professional staff is ready to guide you with 
the best pairing suggestions for wine or food. Since the wine list 
offers many little-known varietals and exciting blends, these 
knowledgeable and friendly folks never hesitate to offer you a 
taste before you settle on the full glass or bottle of your dreams. 

Escobar and his staff pride themselves on making almost 
everything in-house. One fine example is the charcuterie plate 
($14), hands down the most thoughtfully arranged and beauti- 
fully garnished that I have ever had. Of course, the homemade 
selections change often; on our last visit it included a spicy (if a 
bit salty) andouille, pork rillettes, and a terrine of pork and 
sweetbreads, served with two kinds of house-made mustards 
and an eye-pleasing arrangement of pickled radish, fennel, hari- 
cots verts, and mustard seeds. I also love Vino Vino’s approach 
to serving cheeses. Rather than the tired cheese plate with nuts 
and dried fruits, it makes cheese “dishes” that change as the 
chefs come up with new inspirations. Each cheese is served 
individually, with garnishes and complements that match and 
enhance its characteristics. For example, a generous portion of 
creamy blue Fourme d’Ambert comes with thinly sliced apples, 
ginger, and a balsamic reduction ($8), and Marieke Gouda is 


served with shallot confit, lemon, and olive oil ($7). We enjoyed 
these as appetizers with glasses of crisp and toasty Flor Prosecco 
($10) and juicy Domaine Antugnac Pinot Noir ($8). 

The selection of small plates ranges from snacks like olives 
and fries to seasonal salads, from bison sliders with aged 
Vermont cheddar to seafood offerings such as a bowl of mussels 
with fries, white wine, tarragon, and aioli. The one dish people 
are swooning for lately (including us) is the braised veal cheek 
($12) - marinated overnight in milk, then braised with wild 
mushrooms and garnished with ricotta made from the milk 
marinade. This dish is so rich and spectacularly delicious that 
when asked to describe it, our server said she wanted to divorce 
her husband and marry the veal cheek. 

We visited on a recent Sunday when Vino Vino serves paella 
beginning at 7pm. Coming from Mexico City, where paella is a 
traditional Sunday offering at many restaurants (and even super- 
markets), I’m something of a paella snob. The most important 
component of this Spanish classic is the rice - the grains should 
be firm and separate, with a dry texture and the saffron’s bright- 
yellow tint. Vino Vino’s version was more like risotto: sticky, 
creamy, and slightly caramelized. But it tasted of saffron (even if 
the color wasn’t right) and had meaty chunks of crispy pork, 
mussels, sea scallops, and chorizo - a great match for the 
Chateau d’Oupia Minervois Rose ($8). For me, the star of the 
evening was the entree special, a perfectly cooked lamb rack 
($30) with a savory chile pasilla reduction, radishes three ways 
(sauteed greens, roasted whole, and pickled slices), and fresh 
creamer peas. We matched it with a killer young Langhe Nebbiolo 
from Azienda Agricola Paitin ($10) and the easygoing Montirius 
Cotes du Rhone. Dessert consisted of a spectacular lemon pot an 
creme with a citrus tuille ($7) and an equally delectable, not-too- 
sweet goat cheese cheesecake topped with fresh orange segments 
($8). We chased these down with a wee glass of Elvio Tintero 
Moscato d’Asti ($8), a perfect ending to a fun-filled evening. 

Vino Vino is one of my favorite places for a relaxing and 
always positive experience. It hosts a lot of special events, 



vintner appearances, and live music, and its happy hours are 
well-attended and animated, with discounts on wine, beer, 
and selected appetizers. Whether it’s to meet friends over a 
glass of wine that is neither overpriced nor found on every 
other list in town or for a memorable meal with plenty of 
flavor and zero pretension, this cozy Hyde Park wine bar 
never disappoints. - Claudia Alarcon

Restaurateur Ryan Marks recalls that he had 
his eye on the property where he now operates 
Cherrywood Coffeehouse from the time he 
moved into the nearby French Place neighbor- 
hood in the late Nineties. He watched various 
eateries pass through the building, from the 
post-fire incarnation of Pato’s Tacos and a 
couple more Mexican eateries through Quack’s 
Maplewood Bakery, each struggling and failing 
to succeed. Two years ago, Marks and his wife, 
Jen, finally made their move on the space they 
coveted, and Cherrywood Coffeehouse was 
created in February 2009. Things have cer- 
tainly been on the upswing since then. Judging 
from the enthusiastic neighborhood support 
and the frequently full parking lot, the Marks 
have a hit on their hands. Cherrywood is a 
casual and comfy neighborhood joint with a 
friendly, welcoming vibe. The New Orleans 
natives proudly present Saints football on TV 
and will make your pooch at home on the 
patio. The sign outside proclaims “Real Food” 


- and the kitchen delivers. Every neighbor- 
hood should be so lucky. 

The menu is an inviting amalgamation of 
pastries, tacos, salads, sandwiches, burgers, 
and smoothies, as well as beer and wine, 


enhanced with excellent coffee beverages 
using Fair Trade Ruta Maya coffee. Breakfast at 
Cherrywood is an anytime affair, and it also 
offers a wonderful weekend brunch. In addi- 
tion to a selection of muffins, scones, and 
pastries from various local bakeries, the break- 
fast taco menu features several worthy choic- 
es. My daily go-to favorite during the recent 
busy holiday baking season was the Sol taco 
($4.39), a hearty behemoth with an omelet- 
like layer of eggs, savory black beans, sausage, 
crisp bacon, grated cheese, crunchy shredded 
potatoes, and green onions. One of these will 
get your day off to a righteous start. Vegetarians 
or folks with daintier appetites might opt for 
the Terra taco ($4.39) with tofu or the Artist 
taco ($2.77) with your choice of three ingre- 
dients from a long list. My current favorite 
brunch dish is a soul-satisfying bowl of low- 
country shrimp and grits ($6.99) paired with 
an order of cinnamon-tinged pain perdu 
($4.60), but I’ve got my eye on the crawfish 
and eggs Benedict ($8.99) for next time. 

The lunch and dinner menu is currently 
weighted toward hearty sandwiches and burgers, 
although Ryan Marks says he and chef Kevin 
Jackson are in the process of developing some 
dinner specials that will debut over the next few 


months. Meanwhile, you can’t go wrong with the 
award-winning burgers (a 2010 “Best of Austin” 
Critics Pick) or a genuine New Orleans-style 
muffaletta ($9.79 full, $6.79 half), appropriately 
dressed with a generous serving of chunky olive 
salad, served with Zapp’s chips. The sandwiches 
are built on French demi-baguettes from the 
Fiesta bakery just down the street, offering a 
good balance between a soft interior and a crispy 
crust for a satisfying sandwich experience. 
Seafood is a relatively new addition at 
Cherrywood, and I can highly recommend both 
the catfish and the shrimp po’boys ($7.49 and 
$7.99) complemented by the tangy house 
remoulade and fries. It also offers platters of fried 
catfish ($8.99), shrimp ($9.99), and oysters 
($9.99) with fries and house slaw. 

As pleased as he is with Cherrywood’s cur- 
rent success, Marks sees his business as a 
work in progress. He eagerly describes improve- 
ments he’d like to make: changes to the inte- 
rior decor, an exterior paint job, enhancements 
for the patio, and more new menu items. 
Considering how much I appreciate having 
this gem so close to my house, I’m all for its 
continued success. In fact, if Cherrywood 
adds a good beignet to the menu, I might be 
there every day. - Virginia B. Wood

I have a love/hate relation- 
ship with Oprah Winfrey. 

As a woman of color, I want 
to be happy that a dynamic, 

African-American woman is 
not only doing well but is 
a major power broker in the 
media world. However, most 
of the time, I feel totally out 
of touch with the woman and 
the world she caters to. Case 
in point: The Oprah Winfrey 
Network, otherwise known 
as OWN, launched last week. 

The network’s mission state- 
ment mirrors her oft-stated 
advice to “live your best life” - good advice 
for anyone - but, from the get-go, it was clear 
that my life is not the life she imagines her 
audience living. After looking at what was 
offered on premiere day, I came away with 
these assumptions that it seems OWN has 
about its typical viewers: 

They have money. 

They have children. 

They have no self-control. 

Fame is valued, and the famous have 
something to teach us. 

Many of the OWN series I viewed were 
derivative of series seen elsewhere. (They 
included Enough Already!, a show about 
reforming hoarders, and Master Class, a 
first-person, autobiographical, “how I 
made it” series - the episode I saw 
featured rapper Jay-Z.) That’s not 
surprising. Everyone steals from 
everyone else, reconstitutes a 
product or idea, and delivers it 
in their distinctive packaging. In 
the case of OWN programming, 
that means content is drenched 
in relentless cheerfulness and/or a 
sense of determination, ground with a 
large dose of earnestness, and presented in a 
safe, easily digested morsel. 

There’s been much speculation about how 
the network will do. Is Oprah stressed out? 

Has she finally reached, in the words of the 
Peter Principle, her level of incompetence? I 
suspect Winfrey and her network will do just 
fine because, if nothing else, Oprah Winfrey 
is the Queen of Canny Timing. She could 
not have predicted the horrendous events 
that took place in Arizona last weekend, 
but the appearance of OWN and its chipper 
view on life came just in time. Perhaps what 
Winfrey has always intrinsically known is 
that positive, reinforcing thoughts and ideas 
are always in demand; these days, they are in 
demand with a renewed urgency. In the past, 
people may have sought solace in religion, 
and many still do. But in a time when faith 
and religion have become a foundation for 
hate and fearmongering for some (driving 
many thinking people to declare themselves

atheists or adopt the “I’m spiritual” label), a 
network like OWN, with its veneer of higher 
thinking that is not too intellectual yet a few 
shades above greeting card, may be just the 
thing for restless folks who find themselves 
fearful in an ever more fear-inducing world. 

Of note: Austinite Zach Anner is among 
the final 10 contestants vying for the oppor- 
tunity to host his or her own show on 
OWN. See how he does on Oprah’s Search 
for the Next TV Star. This week, Anner 
and the other contestants get makeover 
advice from guest mentor Vera Wang. New 
episodes of Oprah’s Search for the Next TV 
Star air Fridays at 8pm. Check your cable 
carrier’s listings. 

WHAT ELSE IS ON? 

Showtime trotted out two 
new series last Sunday with 
a most peculiar marketing 
strategy. Posters would have 
you believe that Matt LeBlanc 
(Friends) and William H. Macy 
( Pleasantville ) were the stars of 
Episodes and Shameless, respec- 
tively, but that’s misleading. Episodes fea- 
tures Tamsin Greig and Stephen Mangan 
as a writing team and married couple 
whose successful British TV series has been 
optioned to be re-created in the U.S. LeBlanc 
barely appears in the premiere episode, and 
while it’s clear he will play a larger role (as 
the big-name American actor the couple are 
forced to cast against their wishes), he is not 
the center of this very funny, deeply cutting 
look at the Hollywood TV-making machine. 
As for Shameless, it’s the large Gallagher 
brood (including Emmy Rossum) who are 
at the center of this dramedy about a drunk 
(Macy) whose children use their wits to over- 
come his nightly blackouts, keep the house 
up and running, and deal with their own 
issues. Episodes airs at 8:30pm followed by 
Shameless at 9pm.

‘Tiny Furniture’ opens AFS’ 

Best of the Fests series

The term “festival film” can be something of a brush-off, a ghettoiz- 
ing shorthand signifying a film is too small, too unstarry to have much 
life outside of the festival circuit. But the Austin Film Society couldn’t 
have made a sawier pick to kick-start its new Best of the Fests 
monthly series than Lena Dunham’s Tiny Furniture. Yup, it’s small and 
mostly peopled with unknowns, unless the who’s who of the insular 
New York art world is on the tip of your tongue (Dunham’s mother, the 
artist and photographer Laurie Simmons, co-stars). But since Tiny 
Furniture’s debut at the 2010 South by Southwest Film Festival (where 
it won the Jury Award for Narrative Feature), the 24-year-old filmmaker 
has become an object of interest, speculation, and Internet bitchery; 
The New Yorker profiled her in November, and just last week she had 
an FIBO pilot (exec produced by Judd Apatow) picked up to series. 

Tiny Furniture is remarkable for both its ordinariness and its exper- 
tise. It’s the rare mumblecore film steered entirely by a woman, but it 


bears most of the hallmarks of the genre - nonactors, a 
superlow budget, and the defining navel-gazing scope (but 
not a no-aesthetic; shot by Jody Lee Lipes, it actually looks 
quite good). Dunham, a recent Oberlin College graduate, plays 
Aura, a recent - you guessed it - Oberlin graduate who returns 
to her artist mother’s loft in Tribeca, N.Y., postcollege. She’s a 
YouTube savant, underground-famous for some arty, exhibitionist vid- 
eos; newly dumped by her “male feminist” boyfriend; and utterly 
unsure about how to make her mark in the world or, more pressingly, 
how to make enough money to move out of Mom’s comfy environs. 

She gets a job as a restaurant hostess, surely her first stab at gainful 
employment; she’s so impressed with the accomplishment, it 
becomes her go-to proof that she is in fact making strides toward self- 
sustaining adulthood, even as she raids Mom’s freezer and wine rack. 
Along the way, she becomes embroiled in simultaneous crushes with 
two blowhards, jerky in different ways, but with the same end product. 

It’s a little astonishing - and exhilarating - that Dunham takes no 
pains at all to paint herself in a flattering light, even in material so 
nakedly autobiographical. Her Aura is a whinger and a layabout, and 
the fact that she comes from money could steel an audience against 
her. But, refreshingly, there’s no neat arc to Aura’s halfhearted self- 
seeking; what we’re witness to is not the triumph of self-actualization, 
but the honest, sometimes ugly fumbling along the way. Her character 
is such an unusual presence - charming and aggravating in equal 
measures, and un-self-consciously in undies when size 6 is called 
plump by movie standards - that it’s impossible not to cheer her for 
her bracingly true, if privileged, portrait of that bewildering maw 
between graduation and what comes after, in an up-to-the-minute 
accounting by a woman only barely removed from the experience. 

“I think there are inklings that [Aura] was a self-aware person 
before,” Dunham told the Chronicle when she was in town for SXSW 
last March. (See “Portrait of a Breakout Artist,” March 19, 2010.) 
“That she has had that sort of self-knowledge in the past and that 
she’s a little bit blinded by her change of circumstance.” The happy 
postscript? “ [ I ] n about six months she’ll make a movie about it.” ■

Sam Fuller had the inside scoop 
on American culture. The film- 
maker (and former newspaperman 
and pulp-fiction author) under- 
stood that, for all our country’s 
lofty beliefs in freedom, equality, 
and new beginnings, we were also 
an uptight bunch who frequently 
fell short of our ideals. Fuller’s 
filmmaking cuts to the heart of the 
contradictions that exist between 
our thoughts and actions. In fact, 
the exposure of the paradoxes 
and hypocrisies that govern our 
lives as a nation can be seen as 
the crux of all of Fuller’s films. At 
the peak of his filmmaking career 
in mid-20th century America, we 
were a people who tended to keep 
our moral dichotomies tucked away from public 
view. Fuller brought our tacit racism, mob men- 
tality, and holier-than-thou self-image into stark 
contrast with the realities of American life as 
he saw them. And he did it with gloves off, in 
a punchy, dynamic manner that could be as 




lurid, sentimental, and sensation- 
alistic as the tabloids on which the 
young reporter cut his teeth. Fuller 
remained a newsman to the end. 

There are hardly two better films 
to demonstrate Fuller’s grip on 
America’s inherent paradoxes than 
1963’s Shock Corridor and 1964’s 
The Naked Kiss, both of which 
have been newly restored and reis- 
sued in handsome packages by 
Criterion. In Shock Corridor, a jour- 
nalist who is investigating a mur- 
der and seeking to win a Pulitzer 
Prize has himself committed to a 
mental hospital as a patient. His 
undercover ruse backfires when 
he is driven mad in the process of 
uncovering the truth. His hubris is 
his downfall. While in the hospital, 
the reporter finds his witnesses, 
each one insane as a result of try- 
ing to reconcile America’s hypocri- 
sies. In one of the supplementary 
interviews included on the disc, 
Fuller describes the central motif of the hos- 
pital corridor as the “corridor of the United 
States.” That corridor is ravaged by the flood 
of diseased minds in the film’s final sequence 
during which the hallway is literally soaked in 
the waters of an unleashed storm. 


If the end of Shock Corridor lived up to the 
promise of its title, the opening of Fuller’s next 
film, The Naked Kiss, was even more shock- 
ing. Quick and wild point-of-view shots drop us 
into the film as a prostitute is pummeling her 
pimp with her clutch purse. It is one of the most 
unnerving openings ever put on film. The woman 
moves to another town and wants to remake 
her life. She takes a job as a nurse’s aide at a 
children’s orthopedic hospital and meets the 
man of her dreams - a rich scion of the town’s 
founder and the owner of the naked kiss, the 
sign of a pervert. Only later does she discover 
he is a child molester, and with that truth, her 
dream of a new beginning disintegrates. 

While the extras on The Naked Kiss DVD 
include interviews with Fuller, which offer 
some of the cigar-chomping flavor of the 
man and his manner, the Shock Corridor 
disc contains the 1996 film The Typewriter , 
the Rifle & the Movie Camera, a delicious 
portrait of Fuller as expressed by some of his 
biggest fans: Tim Robbins, Martin Scorsese, 
Jim Jarmusch, and Quentin Tarantino. 
Contemporary reflections by Constance 
Towers, who starred in both films, are also 
featured on each disc. Among other essays 
and highlights, the most unexpected treat is 
the artwork by Ghost World cartoonist Daniel 
Clowes. When it comes to Fuller, the unex- 
pected is the norm. - Marjorie Baumgarten 


Yes, we know, 2011 
is but days old, but let’s 
talk 2012. That’s when 
the Austin Film Society 

acquires the National Guard 
Building at Mueller - September 
2012, to be exact - and the planning 
is already under way. To that end, AFS 
hosted a Creative Media Hub Town Hall 
on Jan. 6 - part pitch session, part fact- 
finding mission. Ideas and opinions were 
solicited from the local TV, film, and gam- 
ing communities about how exactly AFS 
should utilize the space - two soundstag- 
es, storage, and offices, totaling 73,000 
square feet. High on the priority lists 
of those at the meeting? Sliding-scale 
rentals, post-production facilities, and 
common-use areas. Also a hot topic was 
who exactly the facilities would be geared 
toward - local mediamakers, out-of-town 
talent, or a mix of the two. “Incentives,” 
too, was a buzzword there - and every- 
where else it seems, as the future of the 
state incentives seems increasingly dicey, 
a topic the Chronicle will be tackling in 
coming weeks... If you weren’t glued to 
the TV on Wednesday, then you probably 
missed spokesperson Faith Hill on the 
Today Show and Late Night With Jimmy 
Fallon talking up “Espwa,” a short film 
about Tide’s Loads of Hope program in 
Haiti, which aimed to overhaul the ravaged 
laundry facilities at the biggest hospital 
in Port-au-Prince, where the medical lin- 
ens and scrubs were all being cleaned 
by hand. The company behind the film is 
the Austin-based Flow Nonfiction, a col- 
lective founded by documentarian David 
Modigliani and his Crawford collabora- 
tors David Rice and Matt Naylor with 
the objective of making “branded content 
for socially conscious companies.” The 
film will have a special screening dur- 
ing the Sundance Film Festival, but you 
can watch it now at www.facebook.com/ 
tide... And speaking of film fests, the 
South by Southwest Film Conference 
and Festival’s schedule has gone live. 
Included is the Ain't It Cool News 15th 
Anniversary panel that Head Geek Harry 
Knowles hinted at via Twitter last week; 
AICN will also host a secret screening 
that, given HK’s hefty Rolodex, will be a 
must-attend. Other new developments 
include the addition of four new screen- 
ing venues this year: the historic State 
Theatre on Congress, the Bob Bullock 
Museum’s Rollins Theatre, and single 
screens at the Regal Arbor and Westgate 
theatres, with the last two intended to 
help ease Downtown congestion and bet- 
ter cater to native Austinites. Expect more 
SXSW news to come down the pike soon. 
In fact, you might want to mosey on over 
to the Screens blog, Picture in Picture 
(austinchronicle.com/pip), right now. ■

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Bloody Beautiful Illusions 

Alejandro Jodorowsky, surrealism’s toposangre, on Truth, Beauty, and the Internet

When Chilean filmmaker/writer/artist Alejandro Jodorowsky turns 82 on Feb. 7, he’ll have 
the distinction of being, insofar as we know, the eldest statesman of surrealist filmmaking. His 
breakout film, 1970’s visually kaleidoscopic, narratively ambitious El Topo, inverted and evis- 
cerated the dying spaghetti Western, taking a moribund genre and infusing it with a mystical 
madness and spiritual longing that Sergio Leone and his followers had only hinted at. (It also 
garnered enthusiastic praise from John Lennon and a young David Lynch.) 

Jodorowsky ’s follow-up, The Holy Mountain, cemented his name as a cinematic synonym for 
dreamy metaphysical nightmares and led directly to an ill-fated attempt at creating a 14-hour 
adaptation of Frank Herbert’s Dune, which was to feature both Orson Welles and Salvador Dali. 

(If only.) But it was Santa Sangre, his 1989 masterpiece of oedipal desire and blood-drenched dis- 
figurement within and without a freakish, Fellini-esque cirque perdu, that won him the allegiance 
of a whole new generation of cult film fanatics who recognized it for what it was: art for art’s sake. 

(The Alamo Drafthouse at the Ritz will host a rare 35mm screening of the film on Jan. 19.) 

Twenty-plus years later, Santa Sangre is finally getting a digitally remastered, Jodorowsky- 
authorized, double-disc DVD/Blu-ray release from cult boutiquers Severin Films. It’s been a 
lengthy and labyrinthine crawl into the sunlight for “the mole,” however. Jodorowsky’s filmic 
curriculum vitae is littered with abandoned or perpetually stalled projects, including his most 
recent near-miss, the epic “spaghetti gangster” film King Shot. 

The Austin Chronicle spoke to Jodorowsky from his home in Paris about his circuitous career, 
the nature of his often puzzling art, and his future filmmaking plans. 


even if the world of traditional distribution is 
falling apart - 

AJ: That world is not falling apart. That world 
is still developing and changing. It is easy 
to think that that world is in trouble when 
the old things are replaced, but don’t forget 
that there are new things that are replacing 
them. Myself, I am working intensely with 
the Internet. Every day I [draw] a picture 
and write, in Spanish, on the Internet. I put 
in there poetry, philosophy, art. Because of 
that I have an enormous amount of followers 
now. The Internet was not designed for that, 
but you can use it, anyone can use it, for art. 
That is why I want to make a picture for the 
Internet, because it’s a new way to express 
yourself. It is the new way, not like television, 
not like theatrical movies, not in theatre. It is 
there, on the Internet. 

AC: You’ve invested so much time over the 
course of your career in projects that fell apart 
or took very circuitous routes to finding an audi- 
ence. Looking back, are you satisfied, artistically 
or otherwise, with the trajectory of your career 
thus far? 

AJ: Satisfied? I am happy, yes. That takes two 
things, to be happy. One, to be yourself, what 
you are, not what the other person wants 
you to be. Then, realize that there is nothing 
for you that is not for the others also. That 
is important. A life without competition. 
Happiness is the end of competition, the end 
of comparing yourself to the other. If some- 
body gives something to you, something you 
didn’t ask for, you need to receive it. You give 
me questions, I discover answers. By myself, I 
have nothing to say. ■

Austin Chronicle: What exactly happened to 
your much-publicized film King Shot? That was 
announced several years ago as being ready to 
go into production - with Nick Nolte, Marilyn 
Manson, Udo Kier, Asia Argento, and Santa 
Sangre producer Claudio Argento attached - but 
it never materialized. 

Alejandro Jodorowsky: That did not hap- 
pen because of the producers. They had my 
script, but they wanted a more industrial 
product, and myself, I am not so industrial. 
[The producers] no longer believe in the pic- 
tures now, they believe only in the product, 
how do you say? A new “mission of movies,” 
like a business, only. Then, I 
could not raise money after 
that point. But it is not over. 

I am always trying to make a 
picture. Always. Until the end 
of my life I will do that. You 
come really near sometimes, 
and then suddenly something 
happens. The politics, the 
world, the crisis. 

AC: Are you still planning to 
make Son of El Topo? 

AJ: I had Russian investors 
for the Son of El Topo. They 
invested some money, and 
I worked for three months 
with them making the script, 
making everything, and suddenly they disap- 
peared, like the spirits! Until today, it has 
been six months and I have no news from 
them. They disappeared, and I don’t know 
what happened, but they are not there. Maybe 
the extraterrestrials took them to another 
planet, maybe they were taken by the Mafia, 
I don’t know. 

AC: Despite the many obstacles you’ve encoun- 
tered throughout your career, you’ve managed to 
create and sustain a stunningly personal body of 
work that ranges from film to theatre to graphic 


novels to your own complex spiritual beliefs [“psy- 
choshamanism”]. Now your work is finding and 
inspiring an entirely new generation online. Does 
your ever-expanding influence surprise you? Or 
was that the plan all along? 

AJ: Throughout my life I have always made my 
pictures without the intention to make money, 
that must be very clear. For me, it was never 
business. It was an extension of my soul. The 
producers want the money, but myself, I want 
only to work, like the person who does the 
decor or the electrician. Now I am trying to do 
my next picture, The Dance of Reality, which 
is also the title of my autobiography, with the 
goal to lose money! Now they 
make pictures simply to make 
money. Five-hundred million 
dollars! Incredible! I am tired 
of that, and so I will give this 
picture for free on Internet. 

I am trying to give an expe- 
rience that is useful, that will 
help you to have a more 
conscious life. That is what 
I am searching for in my art, 
in my images. Pictures are 
images, no? At the moment, 
I am seeing a lot of old mov- 
ies, silent movies, and I have 
discovered again the cinema- 
tography and the tricks that 
they are using because there are no words, just 
the beautiful images. 

AC: What silent films, specifically, have you 
been watching? 

AJ: Now I am interested in Murnau. You know 
F.W Murnau? I’m seeing all the pictures of his 
now. Also Tod Browning. They made fantastic 
movies. And, of course, Buster Keaton. 

AC: I remember a number of walkouts while 
watching Santa Sangre at the Dobie Theatre here 
in Austin during its initial run. Two decades on, 
do you think the reaction will be at all different? 


AJ: Pictures are like food. If someone offers 
you food, you take it, you eat it. All of my 
pictures, my theatrical plays, my books, they 
go out into the world and they change people. 
I do not want to speak too highly of myself, 
but my pictures are very mystical, you know? 
They are like big bells. Boom . . . boom . . . boom. 
They wake [audiences] up and [audiences] 
say, “Why do you do that?” And I say to them, 
“Because you were asleep!” 

AC: The opening of El Topo has a wonderful 
line: “The mole digs through the earth seeking 
the sun, but when he reaches the surface he is 
blinded by the sun.” As a multidiscipline artist, 
have you ever been blinded by that metaphorical 
sun? Truth and beauty are often at odds with each 
other in your films. 

AJ: I will tell you a story. There was a Tibetan 
master who said, “Nothing is real, everything 
is an illusion.” One day, his disciples come to 
him and tell him that his son, his only son, is 
dying, and he begins to scream. The disciples 
ask: “Master, why are you screaming like 
that? Your son is an illusion.” And the master 
says, “Yes, but he was the most beautiful of 
all the illusions.” 

I think that today we can not know the true 
beauty of things, but we continue to search 
for our own beautiful illusions, the most 
beautiful thing in our life. Some people call it 
the philosopher’s stone; religion calls it god; 
the more elemental person calls it love; the 
political person calls it liberty. But every one 
of us has the goal to find our most beautiful 
illusion. Those illusions that are the movies 
you have watched your whole life are worth 
the happiness of the most beautiful illusion. 

Myself, I am blinded to truth. I cannot 
know truth. It’s impossible. It’s too big for 
my mind. 

AC: Thanks to the Internet and the digital 
revolution, essentially anyone with the inclina- 
tion can make a movie today and get it seen,

June 24, 2005). The weekly show served as a memorial last weekend, with the 
friends and family gathering to hear Claxton’s recently completed albums with 
Heybale! and Flat Top Jones. “Fie was a singers’ singer. The best around,” wrote 
Fleybalel’s Earl Poole Ball via e-mail. “To me he was the most disciplined musi- 
cian and person I have ever known. A little brother who led the way in many things 
both personally and professionally. Fie was my closest friend.”

Life, death, doom: Church of Misery 



Seldom do we choose who (or what) we love.

A sonic hiss slithers poisonously from the 
right channel to the left and back again while 
guitar feedback balloons at an ear-piercing 
midpoint. As sirens of amplifier worship cre- 
scendo to a hemorrhage, a news bulletin from 
the 1970s tangles into the opener’s audio 
barbed wire. 

“Pensacola, Florida, police are questioning a 
man they say may he one of the worst sex mur- 
derers of all time. Police arrested the 31 -year- old 
man after a high-speed chase Wednesday morn- 
ing. He claims to he a Florida State University 
law student ...” 

Drum and strum pound the proceedings 
to order with four introductory wallops, 
the news flash unfolding over the song’s 
snaking stereo effects, now whipping into a 
frenzied loop. 

“. . . Murder cases of at least 36 young women 
in California, Washington, Oregon, Utah, 
Colorado, and Michigan. He is also on the FBFs 
10 Most Wanted List.” 

Drummer and guitarist sound off again. 

“. . . Two counts burglary, two counts murder in 
the first degree, three counts attempted murder in 
the first degree. ...” 

At the minute mark, swirling out of this 
auditory doom gale - another crashing intona- 
tion begun - one last voice breaks through. 

“I’ll plead not guilty right now,” offers Ted 
Bundy. 

Unleashed finally, a gargantuan beat clat- 
ters into an echoed metallic funk breakdown 
straight from the halls of Valhalla where 
John Bonham presides at the head of a long 
oaken table - splintering it. Erupting along- 
side avalanche guitars, which undercurrent a 
monstrously disfigured garage descendent of 
maybe Led Zeppelin’s “No Quarter,” a rabid 
man-bear bellows as if mortally challenged, 
unintelligible tongue absolutely frothing. 

Heaving a tsunami of seminal, late- 1960s 
UK heavyosity*, the band rears up behind 
the singer’s expulsive roar, one line punctu- 
ated with what sounds like “I don’t give a 
fuck!” only it’s “phlaaauuuccck!” That pre- 
cedes an exquisite turnaround of guitar/bass/ 
drums exploding into the song’s unmistakable 
refrain. Six thunderous minutes can’t contain 
the frontman’s bawl. 

“I, motherfuckerrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrrr 
rrrrrrrrrrrrrr.”

South by Southwest season at the Chronicle 
demands earbuds, so the following week, a pair 
of dead eyes bore into me from atop my com- 
puter keyboard, the back CD insert of Houses of 
the Unholy slicing a detail from a vintage black- 
and-white mug shot somehow glowing bronze 
in the winter daylight. Except for a rave-up of Sir 
Lord Baltimore’s “Master Heartache,” notable 
for opening early “heavy metal”-citing Kingdom 
Come, each song title listed a name in paren- 
thesis after it - (Adolfo de Jesus Constanzo), 
(Albert Fish), (Richard Speck). 

None spurred recognition. 

Titles, they stuck: “Shotgun Boogie,” “Blood 
Sucking Freak,” “Bom To Raise Hell.” Work’s 
tunnel vision turned Houses of the Unholy into 
blessed white noise, but the titles brought me 
back time and again, even though the songs 
themselves were cannonading in one ear hole and 
out the other. No way “Shotgun Boogie” in name 
alone doesn’t pay off, I thought. Both barrels. 

Slamming, shaking, beatdown, from its 
titular razzle-dazzle right down to a final 
cock-and-discharge, “Shotgun Boogie,” in 
fact, moves mountains. Likewise, the sun- 
spot guitar solo emulsifying “Blood Sucking 
Freak” at the precipice of the singer’s blood- 
curdling confession (“I am a hlood sucking 
freeeeeeeak!”), followed by the song’s end 
charge, dizzies at eight minutes. “Born To 
Raise Hell,” whose crime-scene sound sam- 
ple tattoos the phrase’s origin, burns rubber 
on a diamond chorus. 

Closer “Badlands (Charles Starkweather & Caril 
Fugate)” bears total and no relation to Austinite 
Terrence Malick’s 1973 big-screen stunner. 

Starkweather - that name I knew. 


The Gray Man (Albert Fish) 

Austin Chronicle: Wikipedia says you’re inter- 
ested in serial killers. 

Slayer’s Tom Araya: Yeah. But you know 
what? I wouldn’t pay much attention to what’s 
in Wikipedia. Anybody can write in that. But 
yeah, I have an interest in serial killers. My 
younger brother was reading a book on Albert 
Fish and he was telling me these interesting 
things about it. I was like, “Let me read that 
book when you’re done with it” [laughs]. I 
read it, and I was like, “Damn.” So you hit the 
bookstore and you look for other things that 
interest you. I came across a book about Ed 
Gein, and it just took off from there. Then out 
on the road, fans know you’re into it. “Hey, 
you should read this book,” and they’ll hand 
you a book. 

AC: Ever heard of a Japanese hand called Church 
of Misery? Nearly all their songs are about serial 
killers. Their album Houses of the Unholy has 
a song about Albert Fish. 

That song, “The Gray Man (Albert Fish),” 
sandwiched between “Shotgun Boogie (James 
Oliver Huberty)” and “Blood Sucking Freak 
(Richard Trenton Chase),” groans open a 1970 
Black Sabbath pall as a voice in the mist and 
dead leaves reads a letter Fish wrote to the 
parents of one his victims. Then it gets heavy. 
Hideki Fukasawa lashes out a typically homi- 
cidal lyric until the song breaks down sud- 
denly to a floor drum and riff for a few beats 


before Thomas Sutton ignites another nuclear 
guitar solo lurching the quartet into double 
time. Killing. 

Exponentially extreme, 2007 documentary 
Albert Fish: In Sin He Found Salvation streams 
on Netflix. True crime, meet your kindly 
grandfather - the one eating your grandchil- 
dren. Warning meat lovers: A bacon cheese- 
burger (or bacon anything) might lose its 
all-American punch after 88 infernal minutes 
with Albert Fish. 

Round the era Church of Misery unearths 
musically, Jay Robert Nash’s 1975 paperback 
Bloodletters and Bad Men (“A Who’s Who of Vile 
Men [and Women] Wanted for Every Crime in 
the Book”) cataloged body counts going back 
some 300 years, from Mayflower arrival John 
Billington (“this country’s first murderer”) to 
Charles Manson, whose wood-carved approxi- 
mation covers the series’ third book. To a 
10-year-old newspaper delivery boy ingesting 
news via a transistor radio dangling from his 
bike handlebars seven mornings a week in the 
suburbs of Northern California, its lurid litany 
stemmed from the aftermath of Manson. 

Twenty years later, shortly after Jeffrey Dahmer 
was beaten to death in prison, Tokyo-based 
bassist Tatsu Mikami assembled his first Church 
of Misery. A 2-CD Early Works Compilation 
(1997-2000) kicks off with eight sludgy min- 
utes of “Spahn Ranch (Charles Manson),” then 
dooms “Road to Ruin (Charles Whitman),” its 
newscast still chilling 45 years later:

MASTER OF BRUTALITY (2001) 

Pricey deletion of U.S. bow on Southern Lord dishes 
old-school Black Sabbath/Iron Butterfly/Melvins. Yoshiaki 
Negishi sandblasts Lemmy’s epiglottal nub as Tomohiro 
Nishimura shreds the apocalypse on opener “Killfornia (Ed 
Kemper)/' Tatsu Mikami’s petrified bass pulling the crypt 
closed. The bubbling atmospherics on “Green River” receive 
a rare writing credit beside Mikami’s other than trademark 
covers - here, Blue Oyster Cult’s “Cities on Flame.” Eleven 
minutes of the closing title track rots in John Wayne Gacy’s 
crawl space. Cover pox by Frank Kozik. ★★★ 

EARLY WORKS COMPILATION (2004) 

Down-tuned and readily available 2-CD casket of cov- 
ers (St. Vitus), tributes (Black Widow), and split-CD and 
-EP tracks from 1997 to 2000, featuring COM’s tamest 
oracle, Nobukazu Chow. UT Tower tragedy “Road to Ruin 
(Charles Whitman)” gets an elegy from early axe Tomohiro 
Nishimura; otherwise Dan Rather introduces “Room 213 
(Jeffrey Dahmer),” “Son of a Gun (David Berkowitz)” digs 
out a nine-minute .44 slug, and “Where Evil Dwells 
(Richard Ramirez)” gathers black metal gloom. “In-A- 
Gadda-Da-Vida” transcends its demo-quality delivery, but 
the band enslaves Death SS’ “Chains of Death.” Stomach 
a photo of Sharon Tate butchered? ★★★ 

THE SECOND COMING (2004) 

Julian Cope’s Japrocksampler begs revision solely to 
anoint Church of Misery’s Second Coming. As “Whole 
Lotta Love” fires Led Zeppelin II, “I, Motherfucker (Ted 
Bundy)” here births a perfect quartet: new shape-shifters 


Hideki Fukasawa (Warg) and Takenori Hoshi (Jeff Beck), 
plus bassist Tatsu Mikami (doom) and drummer Junjy 
Narita (funk). Second batter “Soul Discharge (Mark 
Essex)” uncorks leviathan blues - titanic turnarounds - 
followed by the holocaust exhaust of “Red Ripper Blues 
(Andrei Chikatilo).” Ramming regions best not referenced, 
“Filth Bitch Boogie (Aileen Wuornos)” rolls eyeballs white. 
Convulsive rug-cutter. ★★★★ 

HOUSES OF THE UNHOLY (2009) 

Atomic Motorhead. Succeeding Takenori Hoshi in 2006, 
Australian Tokyo emigre Thomas Sutton launches “Blood 
Sucking Freak” deep space nine, his solo mutating Jimmy 
Page and David Gilmour into one ravenous guitar hybrid. 
Satan’s overdub (Sutton’s aka) atop “The Gray Man” 
blanches bones. Hideki Fukasawa’s mongrel holler on 
would-be COM cover “Born To Raise Hell” warrants its own 
Quentin Tarantino movie moment. Numbing: fifth gear on 
“Master Heartache.” 

LIVE AT ROADBURN 2009 (2010) 

Import-only hourlong captivity from metal’s Dutch rite of 
passage excises parenthetical butchers credits beginning 
with Houses of the Unholy mushroom cloud “El Padrino.” A 
sludgy “I, Motherfucker” sets up cobweb-clearer “Shotgun 
Boogie” into a uranium-heavy “Red Ripper Blues” from 
The Second Coming. Full density then solidifies into early 
whack “Taste the Pain” (Graham Young). “For Madman 
Only,” from a gem 2006 single split with North Carolina’s 
Sourvien, guns Tom Sutton’s swan song and the return of 
Master of Brutality headsman Yoshiaki Negishi. ★★★V 


Shortly after Jeffrey Dahmer was beaten to death in prison, Tokyo- 
based bassist Tatsu Mikami assembled his first Church of Misery. 


“ This is Neal Spelce and Red Rover on the 
University of Texas campus. This is a warning 
to the citizens of Austin - stay away from the 
university area. Traffic is now converging on this 
area. A boy riding a bicycle has been shot and 
seriously wounded. There has been a report of a 
policeman that has been shot. ” 

Murder incorporated: “Room 213 (Jeffrey 
Dahmer),” “Son of a Gun (David Berkowitz),” 
“Where Evil Dwells (Richard Ramirez),” “Sick 
of Living (Zodiac).” 

I fucking h-a-t-e serial killers. 

I, Motherfucker (Ted Bundy) 

Seldom do we choose who (or what) we love. 

I met Greg Shaskan my first day of college 
in 1983. Instant kin, yin and yang; him a 
blond, blue-eyed Connecticut lacrosse obses- 
sive and budding science major; and me, 
mostly brown, Left Coast tumbleweed and 
struggling English major (still). As Kurt Russell 
pronounces in Big Trouble in Little China, “we 
shook the pillars of heaven.” Raged. 

Lovesick for girlfriends back home, we 
drank ourselves maudlin to a heavy metal 
ballads tape I’d cut together on a boom 
box: AC/DC’s “Ride On,” Rush’s “Losing 
It,” Scorpions’ “Holiday,” Aerosmith’s 
“Dream On,” etc. Greg ranged far and wide 
after graduation - actor, sailor, pilot - but 
wherever he landed (England, Belize, the 
Philippines) he’d call for another copy of 
that tape. I kept it for him until the day of 
his funeral. 

Not only did Greg eventually become a 
doctor, he came as close as humanly possible 
to his answer that initial week of school when 
asked what he wanted to be when he grew 
up. At the time of his death last year on the 
eve of Labor Day weekend, Greg, a NASA 
flight surgeon, was commuting from Houston 
(finally we lived in the same state) to Russia 
with his Challenger space shuttle charge, one 
of the astronauts. There, on the fast track to 
the final frontier, he who’d trained Navy Seals 
in martial arts while living on a tiny boat in 
San Diego - the healthiest mofo I ever knew - 
literally dropped dead outside a convenience 
store after a workout. Last we spoke, a year 


ago to the week of this “writing,” his daughter 
Lranchesca wasn’t yet four hours old. 

My intention was to send off that 27-year-old 
cassette lodged by Greg’s side, but as fate would 
have it, the viewing of his body before the funer- 
al didn’t extend to the service itself. Afterward, 
outside church, his mother Kathy and I found 
each other. How to explain my offering? 

A couple years after college, I crashed with 
Greg in an apartment two blocks off Times 
Square in Manhattan. My single memory of 


those six weeks is one night’s voodoo ritual to 
The Doors. Greg walked Jim Morrison’s talk. 
No metal head was he, but his fires burned 
tribal. To my everlasting incomprehension, his 
mom loves our tape. 

L-o-v-e-s. 

Bark at the moon, Greg. 

“I, mo therfucherrrrrrrrrrrrrr^ 
rrrrrrrrrrrrrrl” 

Sick of Living (Zodiac) 

Neighbors: The family friend who gave 
me Raymond Chandler’s The Long Goodbye 
around the fifth grade later shared with me 
some of his life’s work - tracking down the 
Zodiac killer for Naval Intelligence. David 
Lincher’s 2007 film Zodiac doesn’t match 
evidence burned in my memory. 

My five minutes of body count curiosity 
ceased well before the American Psycho fetish. 
Hideki Lukasawa snarls English, in which 
sings Nobukazu Chow before him, and on 
Live at Roadburn 2009, so too huffs Yoshiaki 
Negishi, who exhorted Church of Misery’s 
2001 U.S. debut, Master of Brutality. Howl/ 
shriek/moan - all vocalists are slave to Church 
of Misery’s life-force superboogie. Obsession 
possessed me. 

Master of Brutality: Out of print. Church 
of Misery’s first proper tour outside Japan, 


DVD Live in Red, Euro Tour 2005: PAL format 
only. Singles, 12-inch splits, tapes - Charles 
Manson’s “music” turns up more readily. 
The Second Coming: Holy Grail. 

Rawer than Houses of the Unholy, like 
AC/DC’s Power age compared to succeed- 
ing “Mutt” Lange production Highway to 
Hell, COM’s sophomore LP opens astride “I, 
Motherfucker.” Lukasawa, guitarist Takenori 
Hoshi, bassist Tatsu Mikami, and drummer 
Junjy Narita hammer the gods as one fist, 
highlighted on “Shotgun Boogie” precursor 
“Tilth Bitch Boogie (Aileen Wuornos).” Its 
killer’s courtroom obscenities stoke a mad 
rhino rodeo, eight seconds later belonging to 
Charlize Theron in Monster. 

A week before Christmas, a box arrived 
from Tokyo, ordered from COM’s website. 
The return address read “Tatsu Mikami,” 
and on the Live in Red DVD he’d converted 
for me, one credit told the tale: All songs 
© Tatsu Mikami. Church of Misery’s sole 
original member goes by Tatsushito Mikami 
in his e-mail: 

“Basically, when I started the band, I felt 
the serial killer theme fit the music perfectly. 
The topic and the tunes have a similar vibe. 
It can be a real inspiration, because once you 
start looking at quotes from killers lyrics start 
coming out naturally.” 

Life & death. Naturally. ■ 
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Kids Law: 1) In July, a 5-year-old boy in Dublin, Ireland, was awarded the 
equivalent of about $9,900 from a shopkeeper who had grabbed his arm 
and accused him, erroneously, of being a thief. Under the law, the boy had to 
prove that he has, at age 5, a “reputation in the community” for truth-telling 
and that his reputation had been damaged. 2) A New York City judge ruled in 
October that an 87-year-old woman who was accidentally knocked down by 
several kids racing bicycles on the sidewalk could sue the kids, including one 
who was 4 years old (and who is thus legally presumed to understand the 
difference between “reasonable” and “unreasonable” behavior). 


LEAD STORY 

Catch-22 Catches Disabled Veteran: David 
Henderson, a Korean War veteran long suffer- 
ing from paranoid schizophrenia, applied 15 
days past the deadline for enhanced care 
under a 2001 veterans-benefits law and thus 
was, as required by the statute, disqualified 
from the additional benefits. Henderson’s 
doctor pointed out that major disorders such 
as Henderson’s often leave victims unable to 
understand concepts like “deadlines.” As U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice Stephen Breyer asked, 
during argument on the case in December, 
did Congress (which wrote the statute) really 
intend to deprive Henderson of care because 
of the very disability for which he sought 
help? (A decision is expected in the spring.) 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

Swinging bachelors often try to impress 
potential mates with their fancy cars, houses, 
and jewelry, and it appears that male bower- 
birds of Papua New Guinea employ a similar 
mating strategy by building elaborate tree 
homes. National Geographic noted in July 
that the birds can “build a hut that looks like 
a doll’s house” or “arrange flowers, leaves, 
and mushrooms in such an artistic manner” 
that researchers liken them to the craftsman- 
ship of humans. Biologists observed females 
gravitating to males who had such structures 
as a 3-foot tower of twigs, nuts, and beetles, 
decorated with “garlands of caterpillar feces 
glistening with dew.” 


Best Not To Ask Why: Fredrik Hjelmqvist, 
45, owner of an audio shop in Stockholm, 
Sweden, demonstrated in November his 
system of broadcasting music from his 
stomach. He swallowed a plastic capsule 
containing a battery-operated audio set-up, 
then connected an amplifier to a stetho- 
scope and held it against his belly, and 
began playing recorded music, including the 
Village People’s “YMCA,” until the battery 
died three hours later. Hjelmqvist admitted 
that the audio quality was poor but still 
hopes to sell the system for the equivalent 
of about $17,000. 

Do They Know? 1) An October Houston 
Chronicle review of “experts” on animal 
consciousness suggested that perhaps 
dogs are embarrassed when their owners 
dress them in tacky Halloween costumes. 
Pet Psychic maven Sonya Fitzpatrick said 
she was certain that some feel shame at 
their owners’ poor fashion sense, but 
another practitioner said dogs’ reactions 
were probably only to their physical discom- 
fort with the clothing itself.

Austin metal hasn’t assumed that market share. Halfway through the outside bill on 
Sunday night at Emo’s, local Christian quartet the Brigade at least counted some of its 
own faithful, with metalcore as nondescript as singer Ian Harvey’s Converge hoodie peak- 
ing on closing mosher “We Should Only Be So Lucky.” Falsetta fared better, almost as 
many documentarians onstage as musicians, whose death metal still couldn’t outdo the 
locals’ use of an Eastbound & Down audio sample. Inside, Red River vets Jesus Christ 
Superfly augmented their Stooge-rock with an organist to garage-y effect. The headliners, 
Set Aflame (outside) and the Blind Pets (in): obnoxious come offensive (“faggot”) for the 
former metal sixpiece with a decent gallop, vocal defoliation, and undistinguished 2010 
debut, Beheader. The latter cap city shag trio looked like the Kings of Leon, bottled some 
Black Keys, and stomped Mudhoney Camaro rock. Monday night inside, local foursome 
Wild America, in one of its last advertised gigs, bashed as hard, its late-1980s sloppy/ 
tight SST rock crowding a roomful of eager mourners. Wild America’s 2010 vinyl EP, 

The Sea, promised much more than breaking up. Outside, homegrown metallurgy finally 
screamed basta with a torpedo triptych, jamming the improvisational psych fantastic of 
Tia Carrera into the instrumental safari of Eagle Claw. If early Mastodon was scored like 
a movie, Eagle Claw would win a Grammy. Top dogs Pack of Wolves set its black metal 
screech astride a NWOBHM tear and torpedoed it home. Draw. - Raoul Hernandez 


INDIE INCUBATION 

Mohawk, Jan. 5 

Judging from the number of underage hand 
stamps at Mohawk on Wednesday night, the 
venue may have the Free Week distinction 
of having made as much 
money at the door as at the 
bar. The Red River double- 
decker has become an 
incubator for Austin’s new- 
est young indie entries, and 
the headlining Marmalakes 
justified a packed inside 
house. Dark Water Hymnal 
opened behind Jeremy 
Ballard’s plaintive poetry, 
driven by a percussive 
broil and Andrea Couch’s 
spectral violin, especially 
on new tunes “Wind and 
Waves” and “Center of 
the Spark” from upcoming 
sophomore LP Collapse the 
Structure. Little Lo com- 
menced with a cacophony 
that aimed for the Arcade 
Fire in the septet’s cathar- 
sis, but soon settled into a softer folk-pop 
swoon that hearkened Anathallo in frontman 
Ryan James McGill’s quaking, stuttering vocals 
and nasal-pinched croon. The group proved 
adept at both extremes, from a hushed and 


surprisingly effective adaptation of William 
Blake’s “A Poison Tree” to the closing surge 
of “Broken Skin.” Sandwiched between Little 
Lo and Marmalakes, Danny Malone seemed 
a tried veteran, and his impressive solo set 
suggested as much, high- 
lighting how far the local 
songwriter has come in 
a couple of years. Before 
a backdrop of Christmas 
lights and shaded lamps, 
Malone arrested the audi- 
ence with acoustic opener 
“Close Enough” from his 
most recent Cuddlebug and 
the upbeat guitar slap of 
“My Affection.” Despite the 
odd iPod-backed balloon- 
drop interlude, Malone’s 
showcase beckoned for 
breakout attention. Keeping 
the room near capacity till 
close, Marmalakes bounded 
with a ruckus as the trio cut 
through last year’s debut 
EP, Wonder Winds. Their 
smooth harmonies and 
pop polish, especially on scene-making jam 
“Vittoria,” establish Marmalakes as Austin’s 
most compelling answer to Local Natives. If 
Free Week sets the local musical tone for the 
year, 2011 looks promising. - Doug Freeman

SYNTHESIZER 
PHILOSOPHY 

Emo’s, Jan. 6 

While “witch house,” a 
catchall for the darker elec- 
tronic acts of late, certainly 
has a nice ring, it’s an old 
sound. In Austin over the last 
few years, there’s been a 
shift away from three chords 
toward vintage synths and 
minimal sounds, a revival of 
more obscure influences to 
accompany a less-is-more 
approach. If anything, double- 
synth duo Silent Diane sounds 
like good witches, a combo of 
wistful lines and doomed drum beats paired 
with singer Christine Aprile’s lovely voice. Along 
with synthmate Eli Welbourne, looking sort of 
like Duckie from Pretty in Pink, they channeled 
the dreamy build-up of 2010’s “Riverside” 
7-inch, on local electronic emporium Answering 
Machine Recordings. They’re the best Dario 
Argento soundtrack never made, especially the 
daggered drone of new song “Spell.” Speaking 
of which, Kevin Attics now fronts trio Spells, 
an updated twist on the Victorian anthems of 


his other band Mothfight, the songs louder and 
more in love with the 1980s. Missions, the new 
project from Clap!Clap!’s Josh Mills, upped the 
ante with three synths, plus electronic drums in 
getting its Depeche Mode on. Neon projections 
bounced off the wall as the shoulder-to-shoul- 
der crowd tried to dance to Missions’ trance. A 
fine sampling of Austin’s new New Wave, but to 
paraphrase a German philosopher, there are no 
new sounds, just reinterpretations of old ones.

SPEED DATING 

Beauty Bar, Jan. 8-9 

Free Week’s the musical 
equivalent of speed dating: no 
obligations or financial commit- 
ments, plenty to choose from, 
and only about 30 minutes to 
make an impression. It’s best to 
approach such circumstances 
with low expectations, especially 
when the bill offers a random 
grab bag, like Beauty Bar’s 
Saturday lineup, where the only 
obvious headliner, Watch Out for 
Rockets - the provocative lo-fi 
pop project from Murdocks drum- 
mer David Jones - loaded out 
before most Red River clubs even 
opened their doors. Black Books 
was an early surprise, recalling Phil Collins-era Genesis approached from a post-rock per- 
spective, spacious yet dense, with a singing drummer that used enough reverb to warrant 
Jim James comparisons. The synthesized melodrama of fivepiece the Clouds Are Ghosts 
inhabited similar New Age territory but proved pretentious and overbearing, like trip-hop 
interpreted by choir boys and their classically trained friends. Despite a tightened rhythm 
section, the wiry indie rock of veteran quartet Red Leaves didn’t fare much better, but the 
outside stage offered a consistent reprieve. Lacuna Incorporated picked up where its for- 
mer members of 1990s shoegazers 7% Solution left off - floating in space. The addition 
of singer-composer Lisa Lipkin added another layer to their headphone psychedelia, which 
peaked with a telling, closing rendition of Spiritualized’s “Come Together.” That set the 
scene for the titanium suites of instrumentalists My Education, who were more immediate 
and forceful as a quintet than its Sunrise soundtrack suggests. In between, FM Campers 
added oddball electro-rock of the Hype Machine variety, while Paper Shapes closed with 
the driving, linear post-punk spasms from last year’s overlooked Be Vigilant. There’s nothing 
sadder than a touring band landing in Austin on the final Sunday of Free Week, opening no 
less, but Chicago’s the Kickback took it in stride with wry indie rock and self-deprecating 
humor. At least the commute was better for Intimate Stranger. The Anglo-Chilean quartet 
just moved to town - signed to Austin’s Fringecore Records - and made quite the first 
impression. In obvious radio singles “Nighttime” and “Under,” the international fourpiece 
mixed the glossy energy of New Wave with a modern, alt-rock edge, anchored by Croatian 
singer/bassist Tessie S-Woodgate. They won’t be strangers for long. - Austin Powell

Hard-fought losses against ranked 
teams, with UT playing excellent defense for much of the game, will help 
to prepare the Horns for a long run in March’s NCAA tourney. Not to over- 
look the Sooners, but next Wednesday’s tilt against the Aggies (No. 14 in 
the AP poll as of press time) is one you won’t want to miss.

The Texas Museum of Automotive History at Fair Park in 
Dallas takes visitors on a journey through 100 years of heavy 
metal. From the 1909 Buick Model 10 Runabout to the 2010 

Dodge Viper, the collection 
of cars is a Sunday drive 
down the memory lane 
of classic automobiles. 

“We try to have a little 
something for everyone,” 
says Wilbert van 
Grinsven, general manag- 
er of the museum. “We 
have antique cars, mus- 
cle cars, race cars, 
sports cars, and celebri- 
ty cars.” 

Opened in November 
2010, in the shadow of 
the Cotton Bowl stadium 
near where Big Tex 
stands during the State 
Fair, the museum occu- 
pies the former Women’s 
Building. Van Grinsven 
says the idea for the 

museum originated when a group of car collectors got together to trade notes. Even though there 
were several large and significant private automobile collections in the Dallas-Fort Worth area, 
there was no permanent public venue for displaying the rare vehicles. 

Flaving pooled their resources, the collectors approached the city of Dallas about using one of 
the Fair Park exhibition halls that stood vacant most of the year. It is still up in the air what the 
museum will do during the State Fair this fall, but in 2012 the cars will move to a permanent home 
in the old Science Building at the Museum of Nature & Science in Fair Park when it moves to new 
quarters downtown. 

Besides the new car exhibits during the State Fair, Fair Park has a long automotive history of its 
own, says van Grinsven. From 1902 to 1936 there was an automobile race track next to the Cotton 
Bowl. In 1984, the sidewalks and streets in the park hosted a Formula One Grand Prix. 

Now, some of the rarest automobiles in the world call the park home. With a lineup that 
includes Babe Ruth’s custom 1948 Lincoln Continental, a jet-engine-powered dragster, and a 
1966 Ferrari, the exhibit can be dazzling. Van Grinsven says with the number of cars available for 
loan from private collectors, the museum will be able to rotate the 80 cars on exhibit about 
every three months. One sponsor, a Ford dealer, could supply a year’s worth of vintage cars by 
himself without repeating. 

Besides the bright-red Ferrari, van Grinsven’s favorite car in the current exhibit is a 1934 Ford 
Brewster with an art deco heart-shaped front grill. These rarities were the luxury cars of the Great 
Depression and were produced in limited quantities by Ford. Built to Edsel Ford’s specifications, the 
car is a gorgeous machine, even by modern standards. 

The Texas Museum of Automotive History is at 1221 Midway Plaza in Fair Park. The museum 
also sponsors a restoration garage in the back of the exhibition hall to train disadvantaged and at- 
risk kids in automotive restoration and life skills. For more information, call 214/533-4891 or go 
to www.tmah.org.

HARE-DREAM-LIVE 
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Imagine a theory of everything. An idea that encompasses 
everything we see happening on both a cosmic and molecular 
level. The truth of what lies behind all things. The reason for 


being. That’s what Felix Humble, a student of 
theoretical astrophysics, wants to find, so he 
leaves his home to study until, seven years 
later, the death of his father brings him home. 

That’s the jumping-off point for Charlotte 
Jones’ family comedy, a play obviously 
inspired by Hamlet, with a climactic fencing 
scene (albeit without foils) and actual lines 
from Shakespeare’s play. And the tragic plot, 
of course, with Felix’s mother “married” to a 
man that her son despises, a love interest 
whose father disapproves of Felix, a ghost, 
and a truly dotty female Polonius. But while 
you’ll find the structure of Shakespeare’s 
tragedy here, you won’t find tragedy. Jones’ 
approach to the story is almost entirely come- 
dic. For Jones, unlike Shakespeare, life is 
great fun even when somebody ends up dead. 

As with so many live theatre productions 
in the Austin area, the great strength of 
Different Stages’ production can be found in 
the acting. Jones requires Felix to stutter on 
and off - his stutter incites the action of the 
play, when he cannot speak at his father’s 
funeral and runs away - and Tom Stephan 
works Felix’s stutter so that Jones’ lines 
never get lost. Stephan also transitions 
easily and believably between stuttering 
and speaking normally, and he sometimes 
even manages to channel a bit of that most 
famous prince. Norman Blumensaadt brings 
a gentle, fascinated, knowing vulnerability 
to the role of the gardener, Felix’s friend 
and protector, making the scientific names 


of plants sound like great poetry. Suzanne 
Balling knows what she wants and goes 
after it as Jones’ Ophelia, Rosie. Jennifer 
Underwood does exactly what you would 
expect her to do: deliver a perfect diva 
gravitas in the role of Flora, Felix’s mother. 
And Susan Roberts as Mercy Lott, Flora’s 
well-meaning but scattered sidekick, has a 
scene in which she makes a startling discov- 
ery and must do a few dozen or so things to 
cover it up. Roberts’ doing of these things 
results in moments of comic brilliance. 

While the acting is the great strength of 
the production, it’s also one of its weak- 
nesses. Jones has written a funny and, 
in many ways, lovely story, but the actors 
didn’t always play this strong material well 
on opening night. Lines seemed to get lost, 
especially in the second act, and the tempo 
flagged on more than one occasion. Director 
Jonathan Urso’s staging sometimes wasn’t 
helpful, as the actors seemed disconnected 
from one another at times when they should 
have been connected. This seeming discon- 
nection could have been a lack of rehearsal 
or an actor simply not knowing the lines 
well enough. Or it could have been first- 
night jitters. In any case, the show will most 
certainly get tighter. When you assemble tal- 
ented actors and pair them with an effective 
comedic rendering of the greatest story of 
all time, then mix in theoretical astrophysics 
and a hive of lively bees, something sweet 
is certain to occur. - Barry Pineo

Austin Secrets

A secret’s true power comes not from its hidden nature but 
from its being shared - if it doesn’t reach someone else’s 
ears, it’s just a proverbial tree falling in the woods. Being in on 
a secret is like being a member of an elite club, part of the in 


crowd. That’s really the appeal of Frank 
Warren’s phenomenon PostSecret: being 
allowed access to the thoughts, feelings, 
and stories that people are reticent to share 
with the intimate people in their lives, let 
alone strangers. People want to communi- 
cate. They want to feel that they belong to 
something beyond themselves. They want to 
know people share their trials and tribula- 
tions, hopes and fears. PostSecret has had 
unbelievable success as both an online and 
a real-life meeting place for the sharing of 
secrets, and it’s this sense of sharing and 
community that really drives the Hideout 
Theatre’s main-stage show Austin Secrets. 

Austin Secrets isn’t your normal improv 
show for a variety of reasons. The improvis- 
ers don’t take suggestions - their inspira- 
tion comes from submitted secrets, some 
from the actual PostSecret website and 
others submitted directly to them from 
Austinites and audience members. The line 
between audience and cast is removed in a 
very natural way; when a new secret is intro- 
duced to the show, the cast gathers around 
to read from the same screen as the audi- 
ence. Artistic Director Roy Janik acts as 
curator of the show, constantly discussing 
themes and ideas with the audience. The 
show actively uses the secrets in different 
ways. In an indirect way, the format reminds 
me of This American Life, with its varied 
acts, pleasantly earnest curator/host, and 
indie rock soundtrack. 

Most importantly, Janik and the cast’s goal 
in presenting these secrets is to respect the 
sentiment and courage behind them. This 


might not seem that important when the 
secret revealed is “I really wish she would 
trim her nose hair more often.” But when the 
topic is something like losing sexual attrac- 
tion to an obese partner or losing a child, 
the gravitas comes out in the improv. 

While improv is mainly associated with 
comedy, Austin Secrets goes uncomfort- 
able, awkward, or sad when the inspiration 
requires it. During the Jan. 8 show, you 
could feel the audience sag a bit when a 
serious secret was treated in too silly a 
way and rise when the secret was given its 
potentially scary weight. To me, what makes 
improv so wonderful is not seeing people be 
spontaneously funny but seeing true theatre 
without a net. The most arresting moment 
of the night came on a secret about ignoring 
an old classmate who was now homeless on 
the street. I’m willing to bet the three heart- 
breaking seconds of the improvisers con- 
fronting two differing fortunes will stay with 
the audience more than the surrounding 
litany of laughs and jokes. It’s a lot easier to 
be funny onstage than truthful, and seeing 
moments like that is an inspiration. 

What truly makes Austin Secrets special is 
that it’s an experience as much as a show. 
It’s catharsis instead of schadenfreude. The 
audience reacts to the secrets as much 
as it reacts to the improv, and the show’s 
construct actively tries to share revelations 
and reactions between the cast and the 
crowd. Revealing the truth can be a very 
difficult enterprise. Austin Secrets respects 
its source material and creates an honest, 
wonderful night of theatre. - Avimaan Syam

Alan Weisman’s 2007 book, The World Without 
Us, shows how, just days after humans disappear, 
“floods in New York’s subways would start eroding 
the city’s foundations, and how, as the world’s cities 


crumble, asphalt jungles give way to 
real ones.” But you needn’t go full-on 
apocalyptic, or even as far afield as 
the Big Apple, to peek a glimpse of 
what the start of such a thing might 
resemble. You could spend a pleas- 
ant time in the Wally Workman Gallery 
right now, perusing “Industry!,” painter 
Angie Renfro’s realist oil-on-panel 
scenes of empty silos, rusting refiner- 
ies, and other abandoned or tempo- 
rarily fallow icons of heavy industry. 

“Whether the subject is a bird on 
a telephone wire or an abandoned 
storage unit,” says the artist, “there 
is a quality in my paintings that 
is at once lonely and captivating.” 
She’s not just whistling “Dixie” 
there - or, if she is, it’s “Dixie” 
as whistled faintly in empty, wind- 
breached factories by ghosts of the 
Confederate dead. Renfro’s works 
are the epitome of lonely and capti- 
vating, rendered in such a way that 
the various layers of her process are 
allowed to interbleed and influence 
the final image with stains and drips 
and industrial roughness, as if the 


paintings themselves were already in 
a state of unattended decay. Images 
of long-halted trains, bridges devoid 
of anyone crossing, and, especially, 
telephone poles and (bird-burdened 
or not) wires; all these methods of 
communication and interchange, 
once thriving, now unused, serve to 
relay the artist’s vision to viewers in 
this (so far) still-peopled world. 

From Renfro’s exhibition-accom- 
panying statement: “My inspiration 
is derived primarily from long road 
trips across Texas. ... My intention 
is that by drawing attention to such 
objects, the viewer too, will appreci- 
ate their quiet unassuming beauty.” If 
you’re reading this in Austin, which is 
likely, you don’t have to undertake a 
long road trip to see what she’s talk- 
ing about here. Just travel a few of 
the city’s streets - the city’s vibrant 
streets, happily and busily crowded 
with living, breathing humans of all 
kinds! - until you get to the Workman 
Gallery and this superlative collec- 
tion of “lorn and loan and oansome” 
splendor. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Although it is achingly sad, Rabbit Hole is not maudlin or 
depressing. Adapted by David Lindsay-Abaire from his play, the film 
ushers us into the lives of Becca (Kidman) and Howie (Eckhart) 
Corbett, parents who are grieving the death of their child eight 
months earlier and trying to find a way to resume “normal” life. 


They are stuck in their loss, and neither the 
routines of daily life nor the solicitations of 
family and friends bring any relief. It does not 
help matters either that they find no comfort 
in each other; each one holds the grief close 
in a protective bubble that serves as a shield 
against emotional collapse and a barrier from 
re-entry into the stream of life. Becca 
is efficient and bitter, removing her 
son’s paintings from the refrigerator 
door and gathering all his clothing 
to give to her newly pregnant sister 
(Blanchard). Howie finds some com- 
fort in repeatedly watching the video 
clip of his son that still remains 
on his cell phone and in the familiarity of a 
bereavement support group. This material 
could have been mawkish and tearjerking, 
and it is to the film’s credit that it avoids 
this subject matter’s obvious pitfalls. The 
restraint is all the more surprising because 
of its direction by Mitchell, whose two previ- 
ous films, Hedwig and the Angry Inch and 
Shortbus, are celebrated for their flamboyance 
and hyperbole. As Mitchell rises to the occa- 
sion, so do the actors: Rabbit Hole is a finely 
detailed ensemble showcase. The interplay 


of the characters, the push and pull of their 
words and gestures are beautifully wrought 
and altogether human. This is certainly one of 
Kidman’s best performances, and, in a sup- 
porting role as Becca ’s mother, Wiest again 
proves that there are few who can equal her 
range and subtlety. The movie occasionally 
shows signs of its genesis as a 
stage play in its heavy dependence 
on one-to-one colloquies, but the 
artistry of these scenes’ delivery 
makes any hesitation disappear. 
More strained, however, are the 
scenes that occur between Becca 
and the teenager (Teller) who 
drove the vehicle that accidentally killed her 
son. She stalks him at first; later they meet 
for conversations on a park bench. It strains 
credulity, although incorporating the teen’s 
lasting guilt is a nice touch in this story that 
shares the grief but does not wallow in it. 
Rabbit Hole is, ultimately, realistic and com- 
passionate but does not shy away from the 
dreadful truth that consolation is not always 
possible. Our grief must find ways to abide 
amongst the living. - Marjorie Baumgarten

BLUE VALENTINE D: Derek Cianfrance; 

with Michelle Williams, Ryan Gosling, Faith Wladyka, John 
Doman. (R, 120 min.) 

Remember the San Francisco 
Steakhouse? For mid-dinner entertainment, 
they’d put fishnetted entertainers in Gold 
Rush-era costumery on a tasseled swing 
and tell the women to kick higher and high- 
er until they toe-picked a cowbell up in the 
rafters. That’s kind of what Blue Valentine 
feels like, with its obsessively mapped arc- 
ing and actorly ding-dinging at every emo- 
tional beat. There’s so much to admire in 
Derek Cianfrance’s marriage-in-crisis min- 
iature that it’s that much more frustrating 
when it falls short of its promise. Williams 
(perfectly pitched) and Gosling (overdoing 
it) play a pair of lovers whose narrative 
is bisected into now - as a weary mar- 
ried couple raising a 5-year-old on a tight 
budget - and then - when they were flush 
with new love in their early 20s. Gosling’s 
Dean is a character instantly familiar in 
this town: He’s a working-class hipster 
with mannered hair and a goofy grin. (One 
critic expressed puzzlement over the char- 
acter’s prowess with a ukulele and the Tin 
Pan Alley sound, but Dean’s from Brooklyn 
- what more do you need to know?) It’s 
easy to understand why Williams’ Cindy - 
a suburban girl from a volatile home who 
dreams of becoming a doctor - would 
fall for the passionate, excitable, and 
imaginative Dean, and it’s just as easy 
to understand why those same qualities 
would repel her five years on. There are 
bracing moments throughout that feel not 
just knowing but true: Cindy’s hard recoils 
from her husband’s touch, Dean’s same- 
wavelength merry-making bond with his 
daughter (and the foreknowledge that while 
she will grow out of it, he never will, which 
is why Mom is at her wit’s end). But those 
moments, as affecting as they are, can’t 
surmount the overworkshopped feel of the 
whole film. I admit: I couldn’t be more the 
target audience for this film, as an ardent 
enthusiast of both the actors and this 
kind of trigger-point, talk-heavy relationship 
drama. But Blue Valentine is so keen on 
convincing us of its grubby, emotional-guts- 
splaying realism that the effect is quite the 
opposite: to throw the film’s artifice into 
stark relief. - Kimberley Jones

COUNTRY STRONG D:ShanaFeste; with 

Gwyneth Paltrow, Tim McGraw, Garrett Hedlund, Leighton 
Meester. (PG-13, 112 min.) 

If much of the hackneyed dialogue here 
has the ring of lyrics scribbled on a bar 
napkin to the saddest song ever writ, well, 
that’s sort of the point - and even the 
pleasure - of Country Strong. No country 
cliche is left unturned in writer/director 
Shana Feste’s four-part-(dis)harmony ditty 
about a multiplatinum artist battling addic- 
tion and three Nashville players snared in 
her devastating orbit. Paltrow plays chart- 
topper Kelly Canter, hatched from rehab 
at the film’s beginning for another kind 
of rehabilitation - this time of her career 
- after a show in Dallas ended in a boozy 
fall that miscarried her second-trimester 
pregnancy. Canter’s manager-husband, 
James (played by real-life country superstar 
Tim McGraw, who curiously doesn’t sing a 
peep till the closing credits), hurries Kelly 
back on tour, to the disapproval of an 
orderly (Hedlund) at Kelly’s detox center 
who also happens to be her fuck buddy 
and a budding talent himself (with a name 
like Beau Hutton, how could he not be, 
on both counts?). Kelly hits the road with 
both beaus - husband and lover - plus 
up-and-comer Chiles Stanton ( Gossip Girl’s 
Meester) as an opening act and subplot 
provider for a soupqon of All About Eve- 
like intrigue. (And couldn’t you just make 
a meal out of the chicken-fried character 
names?) Kelly’s a trainwreck - “from the 
bottle to the bottom,” indeed - and when 
Paltrow’s gumming the floor on another 
spectacular bender, it’s a jolt to the sys- 
tem, like a muscle-memory spasming 
back to when she knocked the collective 
socks off in Hard Eight. In the concert 
sequences, when she’s meant to cowboy- 
queen over amphitheatres packed with 
denim and sweated Stetson hats, Paltrow’s 
too constitutionally patrician to believably 
pass as a Shania-like personality (although 
the production team has a winking eye for 
New Country stage showmanship; see the 
American flags unfurling like a punch-line 
and a Jumbotron backdrop of video horses, 
hooves a-thunderin’). But Paltrow does well 
in less Biblically scoped scenes; she’s got 
charisma to burn and nicely straddles the 
faultline between sass and tremolo teari- 
ness. And then there’s supporting player 
Hedlund, who’s really the gruff and grizzled 
lead. He may be vastly more famous for 
his Lycra-wearing, discus-throwing turn in 
the new Tron reboot, but he’s dead-sexy 
here as Beau, the self-righteous singer-

THE DILEMMAd: Ron Howard; 

with Vince Vaughn, Kevin James, Jennifer 
Connelly, Winona Ryder, Channing Tatum, Queen Latifah, 
Chelcie Ross, Clint Howard.

Being lifelong friends can be difficult. 
Relationships, especially those that have 
been committed (as the singles say), are 
tough, lovely work. Marriages are even 
more fraught, unequally primed for pas- 
sion or peril or plain, old, doe-eyed deceit. 
The Dilemma is a facile string of predict- 
able emo on the face of it, but against all 
odds - including a January opening and a 
listless ad campaign that practically preor- 
dains an unaware audience - Howard sur- 
prises with this decidedly honest comedy- 
melodrama that encapsulates all of the 
above facets of love and friendship while 
taking pains to dwell in the real world. I say 
“surprising” because it’s been 10 years 
since Howard helmed a film with this much 
heart, at least since 2001 ’s A Beautiful 
Mind. The Dilemma, ably scripted by Allan 
Loeb, is being pitched as a romantic com- 
edy with complications, but it’s actually 
considerably more than what it appears 
to be. Anyone expecting a free-pass date 
movie should be prepared to discuss 
weighty emotional issues, or, at the very 
least, Vaughn’s crumbling career and this 
film’s tentative resurrection thereof, after 
the credits roll. Vaughn plays Ronny, best 
friend and confidant to the high-strung Nick 
(James); together, they design greenish 
electro-car stuff for Detroit, but their com- 
pany hasn’t yet cracked Chrysler. Nick is 
happily married to Geneva (Ryder), Ronny’s 
been going out with Beth (Connelly) long 
enough that his gambling addiction is less 
an inciting incident than a convenient bit of 
backstory, and together the two couples 
live a seemingly charmed life. Until Ronny, 
on the verge of buying that dastardly ring, 
espies Geneva with someone other than 
Nick, hence his dilemma: to tell or not to 
tell, and all that that implies. The film is 
front-loaded with four strong actors and 
a minefield of a narrative laced with all 
sorts of bitter pills. There’s comedy, yes, 
but only so much. It’s a helluva balancing 
act, but Vaughn nails it, and his nicely 
nuanced everyguy performance is aided 
by the always-excellent Connelly and a 
sterling turn from James. Admittedly, The 
Dilemma at first feels like a lightweight 
dramedy/romance of no particular heft, 
but there’s an unexpectedly naked hon- 
esty surrounding the foursome at its core. 
This dilemma - and its resolution - feels 
real and true, even when it’s playing 
things for laughs. - Marc Savlov

Not quite as bland as Van Williams in the 
1966 TV series and by no means as instan- 
taneously unforgettable as Williams’ hai- 
karate- kicking onscreen partner, Bruce Lee, 
Gondry’s update of vigilante crime fighter 
The Green Hornet’s escapades is above 
all an exercise in frustration. Calling it Mr. 
Gondry’s film seems hardly fair, though; 
the script, by Rogen and Evan Goldberg, 
has the miscalculated bromance vibe of 
Judd Apatow on an Iron Man 2 bender. 

And tonally, this is about as far as one 
can get from Gondry’s usual darkly fanciful 
milieu (which includes Eternal Sunshine of 
the Spotless Mind and the underrated The 
Science of Sleep). It feels like a job taken 
on to pay some bills, but anyone involved 
in the production who’s thinking “franchise” 
should think again. Rogen, slightly miscast 
(although you can see what they were aim- 
ing for), plays Britt Reid, the wealthy, arro- 
gant, spoiled, party-happy scion of a big-city 
newspaper publisher. As played by Rogen, 
Britt embodies the worst character defects 
of Bruce Wayne minus the stoic panache 
and single-minded drive. He is, in effect, 
a buffoon, and the script piles on unfunny 
comedy throughout, even (especially) after 
Britt’s father dies and, seemingly on a whim 
and with nothing much better to do, Britt 
lassoes Dad’s mechanic and latte-expert 
Kato (Taiwanese pop star Chou), with the 
intention of becoming a masked master of 
menace, seemingly out of sheer boredom. 
After much Apatow-esque talk of fulfilling 
destinies - and it all sounds like so much 
hooey coming from this relentlessly off- 
putting windbag - Britt and Kato manage 
to upset the criminal balance of power 
and attract the attention of Russian crime 
kingpin Chudnofsky (Inglourious Basterds ’ 
Waltz, who doesn’t even bother to attempt 
an Eastern European accent, much less a 
Russian one). Diaz wanders in and out of 
the story as Britt’s comely secretary, but it’s 
just a shadow of her role in The Mask and, 
as written, could have been played by pretty 
much anyone other than Phyllis Diller. I fear 
that more mediocre heroics may be head- 
ed our way now that Marvel and DC have 
cornered the Awesome Market, but even 
so-so Hornet forerunners like The Phantom 
(and certainly downright thrilling one-shots 
like The Rocketeer ) are more entertaining 
than this cheesy, borderline-boring cream 
puff of a vigilante. - Marc Savlov

D: Dominic Sena; with Nicolas Cage, Ron Perlman,

Granted, it is indeed as cold as a 
witch’s teat outside, but this painfully 
earnest and overblown medieval swords- 
and-sorcery road movie is unlikely to 
warm the cockles of any but the most 
die-hard fans of Cage’s stentorian growl 
and arch overacting. Cage was just com- 
ing off Werner Herzog’s Bad Lieutenant: 
Port of Call New Orleans when he climbed 
onboard this doomed crusade, so he 
can perhaps be forgiven for acting the 
fool, but it still boggles the mind how 
this immensely talented and occasionally 
fearless actor (see the aforementioned 
Herzog for said fearlessness) so fre- 
quently lashes himself to projects that 
seem like terrifically awful career moves. 
Season of the Witch isn’t Ghost Rider, 
quite, and it does have two excellent 
reasons to catch up with it at the dollar 
matinee: Perlman and the still-regal Lee. 
That’s about it, though; the rest of the 
cast, Bragi F. Schut’s hamfisted script, 
and Sena’s lumbering, Uwe Boll-esque 
direction are enough to make you wonder 
what Uwe Boll’s been up to lately. Set in 
the midst of the Crusades and sporting 
CGI fire and brimstone to match, the plot 
pairs Cage and Perlman as, respectively, 
the pensive Behmen and more four- 
square Felson, two weary deserters of 
the Crusades intent on returning home 
amid the plague-ridden squalor of pre- 
EU Europa. Only home is not as they 
left it. A witch (Foy) has been accused 
of unleashing the pestilence that has 
poisoned the land, and Lee’s horrifically 
disfigured and dying Cardinal D’Ambroise 
charges the dispirited pair with transport- 
ing the (alleged) sorceress across hill, 
dale, and rickety rope bridge to her final 
judgement. Accompanied by a quartet 
of token victim-characters straight out 
of the muckier scenes in Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail (although Graham’s 
Hagamar is more nuanced and enjoy- 
able than expected), Behmen and Felson 
endure CGI-laden existential despair, 
wolves, demon wolves, and, finally, yet 
more demons. Things do not end well, 
least of all for the audience, who may 
well slip out midway through to check out 
the infinitely more unnerving Yogi Bear. 

As for Foy’s (alleged) witch? She’d have 
been better off turning everyone into a 
newt in the first place. - Marc Savlov

BLACK SWAN D: Darren Aronofsky; with 
Natalie Portman, Mila Kunis, Vincent Cassel, Barbara 
Hershey, Winona Ryder, Benjamin Millepied.

Set within a New York ballet company, this 
drama-horror hybrid is potent stuff. In an opening 
dream sequence, an overlooked ballerina named 
Nina Sayers (Portman) imagines herself danc- 
ing the lead in Swan Lake. The dream, it turns 
out, is prophetic: Nina is tapped by the troupe’s 
manipulative director (Cassel) to play the Swan 
Queen - both the sweet, virginal White Swan and 
her evil twin, the provocative Black Swan. Nina is 
a tentative young woman who still lives with her 
overbearing mother (Hershey). Already crumbling 
under the stresses of training and a twisted home 
life, soon enough she’s having scary visions of her 
body’s metamorphosis into a swan. This is about 
flight from self. That simple fact is obscured by 
Aronofsky’s expert use of horror-film technique, 
wherein even the squish of a cut grapefruit is 
amplified to queasy, supremely uneasy effect. But 
what startles most is how exquisitely controlled 
his command of so much madness truly is.

THE CHRONICLES OF NARNIA: 

THE VOYAGE OF THE DAWN 

TREADER D: Michael Apted; with Ben Barnes, Skandar 
Keynes, Georgie Henley, Will Poulter, Tilda Swinton; with the voices 
of Liam Neeson, Simon Pegg. (PG, 112 min.) 

This third film entry in the ongoing adaptation of 
C.S. Lewis’ series of splendidly imagined children’s 
books has all the elements of a rip-roaring Saturday- 
afternoon matinee (including 3-D) and the intended 
Christian allegory, yet a more appropriate rechristen- 
ing would be The Voyage of the Yawn Treader. In a 
fantastical universe populated by a leonine Christ 
figure (Aslan, voiced by Neeson), a chatty seagoing 
mouse (Reepicheep, voiced by Pegg), and a vessel 
that appears to have been ripped straight from one 
of Ray Harryhausen’s Sinbad epics, you’d expect 
some sort of gravitas. Lucy (Henley) and Edmund 
Pevensie (Keynes), accompanied by their cousin 
Eustace Scrubb (Poulter), are drawn into a magi- 
cal painting, reuniting them with Barnes’ Caspian, 
Aslan, and, eventually, Swinton’s still-awe-inspiring 
White Witch. Dawn Treader is bereft of the narra- 
tive complexity evidenced in the preceding films; 
it feels as if this franchise has run aground and 
is sinking under the weight of its own ambitions.

The world of 
Despicable Me is reminiscent of The Incredibles, in 
which superheroes and supervillains fully participate 
in suburban life, blending in unnoticed by ordinary 
folk. Then, snotty new-villain-on-the-block Vector 
(Segel) pulls a stunt that bumps Gru from his No. 1 
supervillain ranking. Gru retaliates by plotting to steal 
the moon. Part of his plan involves the adoption of 
three orphaned sisters (Cosgrove, Gaier, and Fisher), 
through whose demands for him to accompany them 
to ballet class and read bedtime stories - as well as 
some flashbacks that reveal him to be a villain with 
justifiable mommy issues - Gru discovers his sensitive 
side. Gru’s Minions - yellow, pill-shaped, bespectacled 
beings that gurgle in some sort of fractionally under- 
standable language - are the movie’s ultimate scene- 
stealers.

Virtually flawless performances and directorial 
execution render The Fighter one of the most thrilling 
movies of 2010. Yes, The Fighter offers a new riff 
on the boxing film, but it’s also a drama about self- 
delusions, inner strength, and family as a source of 
conflict and sustenance. Boxer Dicky Eklund (Bale) 
was once known as the “Pride of Lowell, Mass.” 

Now he’s struggling with addiction and training his 
younger half brother Micky Ward (Wahlberg) to be 
a champion. The movie is based on incidents from 
the true-life story of Ward, who went on to have a 
storied career. However, The Fighter examines Ward’s 
early years, when he lost several fights, retired for 
the first time, romanced Charlene Fleming (Adams), 
and began his comeback. Russell’s characters are 
neither good nor bad, they are simply human beings 
imbued with virtues and faults. It is this intelligence 
that makes The Fighter a great and enduring human 
drama.

Perry has brushed up 
his directing skills, though his plainspoken, unsubtle 
aesthetic is an uncomfortable match for the fragil- 
ity of Shange’s poetic monologues. Still, Elise, 
Newton, Devine, Rose, Washington, and Rashad 
find the pulse of their characters and are able to 
convey something of their emotions, even when they 
lack clarity and backstory. There is a lot of turmoil 
captured in these vignettes: date rape, infanticide, 
promiscuity, back-alley abortion, pathological religios- 
ity, and AIDS, to name but a few. Even though For 
Colored Girls had the second weakest opening week- 
end for any Perry release, his choice to revive and 
recalibrate Shange’s classic work is a good thing 
overall.

King Edward VIII (Pearce), scandalously abdicated the throne 
for the love of an American divorcee. Bad enough, yes, but 
this royal disaster was followed by the first gambits in “Mr. 
Hitler’s” war. Worse still, the new king is a stutterer. His 
savior arrives in the form of Rush’s genius speech therapist, 
Lionel Logue, whose methods counter the king’s self-doubt 
in ways that take on new weight as war looms. This is a 
knowing, sincere, and beautifully shot film that takes on the 
meatiest slabs of history and renders these Balmoralians 
as something other than mere figureheads.

NOWHERE BOY D: Sam Taylor-Wood; with Aaron

This movie about John Lennon’s young-adult years 
prior to the success of the Beatles uncovers no 
new dimensions regarding the musician’s parental 
issues (he was raised by an aunt and uncle when his 
biological parents proved unable - long story there). 
Still, artist-turned-filmmaker Taylor-Wood gives us an 
evocative telling of Lennon’s early years, a depic- 
tion all the more remarkable for Johnson’s lack of 
resemblance to the film’s subject. The film is loosely 
based on a memoir written by Lennon’s half-sister 
Julia Baird, yet anyone who has listened to Lennon’s 
intensely autobiographical songwriting, especially 
from his post-Beatles years, may find Nowhere Boy 
more redundant than revelatory. The performances 
are what really put this biopic over the top and clarify 
the importance of the strong women in Lennon’s 
early life, perhaps laying the groundwork for his 
later gravitation toward feminist ideals.

Ralston, after 
a morning of mountain-biking and cavorting in under- 
ground swimming holes with a pair of newbie female 
hikers (Tamblyn and Mara), falls from nature’s grace 
and lands in a horrific situation: His arm is crushed and 
unable to be freed, he’s low on water, and absolutely no 
one is aware of his plight.

Shearwater literally makes desert island albums. 
The local avian ensemble has mastered the art 
of the escape fantasy, creating a trilogy of savage 


realms where narratives unfold 
through cryptic images and evocative 
arrangements. Palo Santo (2006) 
opened on the shores of Ibiza, the 
Mediterranean island where the 
album’s subject, Nico, died of a 
stroke in the 1980s. Rook (’08) 
found inspiration in leader Jonathan 
Meiburg’s studies of the striated 
caracara on the Falkland Islands, and 
last year’s The Golden Archipelago 
provided the existential capstone. 

“I guess all three records are 
about vanishing people and places, 
about insularity, isolation, and alone- 
ness, and the dissonance between 
the natural world from which we 
came and the human world that 
we’ve created,” notes Meiburg 
via e-mail. “They share a sort of 
detached, inhuman quality, too.” 

Ever the completists, Shearwater 
stages the three-album cycle - in its 
entirety - at Central Presbyterian, 


the same venue where the band 
delivered a stunning performance of 
Palo Santo at South by Southwest 
2007, shortly after signing to 
Matador Records for the album’s 
expanded reissue. Now, Meiburg’s 
ready to turn another page. 

“I’m proud of these records, but 
I’m looking forward to putting these 
songs aside for a while and work- 
ing on something very different,” he 
concludes. “I just sent in the demos 
for our next record, which I think is 
going to be much more personal, 
immediate, economical, and visceral 
than the wide soundscapes of the 
Island Arc’ records. By the time 
you get to the end of The Golden 
Archipelago, you’re sort of floating 
over an unbroken expanse of blue 
ocean, and it seemed to me like it’s 
best to roll the credits there ... 

“Start over again on the main- 
land.”

CAN MALT LIQUOR BE USED

Dear Tom and Ray:

My inclination 
was to pour the beer into the radiator; however, 
my 19-year-old son advised against it, thinking it 
might damage the cooling system. Seeking a sec- 
ond opinion, I called my 24-year-old son, who also 
thought I was crazy.
